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Freeway Mishap 
Claims Life Of 
Pennsylvania Man 


A Pennsylvania man lost his 
life in a freeway mishap on 
Saturday evening, according to 
reports filed by the Maryland 
State Police, McHenry Bar- 
rack 

Randall S. Hafer, 28, Port 
Royal, Pa., died at Memorial 
Hospital, Cumberland, as the 
result of injuries sustained in 
the 7:25 p.m. accident. 

The accident occurred when 
the 1990 Chevrolet compact 
truck Hafer was operating on 
U.S. 48 near Finzel overturned 

Hafer was traveling east near 
the Finzel Road when he lost 
control of the truck and ran off 
the right shoulder of the road 
The vehicle returned to the 
roadway and veered across the 
highway, striking the median 
strip guardrail and overturned 
The truck came to rest on its 
wheels 

State Police cited alcohol, 
speed and driver error as con- 
tributing factors in the acci- 
dent. Also, Hafer was not wear- 
ing a safety belt 

Tpr. S.W. Vincent in- 
vestigated the accident. Hafer 
was transported to the hospital 
by the MSP Medevac 
helicopter. Various other fire 
and rescue departments were 
also called to the scene 

In a separate accident, an 
Oakland woman was treated for 
injuries she sustained in a 9:55 
p.m. one-vehicle mishap on the 
Glendale Road on Sunday 

Barbara E. Beeman, 37 
Oakland, was a passenger in the 
1981 Subaru GL, operated by 
Leonard I Beeman 35 
Oakland 

They were traveling west or 
the Glendale Road when the 
operator lost control of the vehi- 
cle and ran off the left side of 
the road and struck some shrub- 
bery 

Mrs Beeman was 
transported to Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital by the 
Southern Rescue Squad

Local Students 


Greatly Improve 
On SAT Scores 


Data recently released by the 
College Board's Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test (SAT) reflect a sig- 
nificant improvement in the 
combined SAT both 
verbal and mathematical) of 
Garrett County junior and 
senior students. In fact, the 
combined mean score of 103 
area juniors and seniors who 
took the test last school year 
was higher than the national 
average, as well as closely 
matched to Maryland’s median 
scores 

Maryland 2 
highest average score in the 
nation among states with over 
50 percent participation, ac- 
cording to a report from the 
Maryland State Department of 
Education 

Local students taking the test 
last year scored an average of 
429 on the verbal portion of the 
test while scoring an average of 
477 on the mathematical. Of the 
1,025,523 students in the United 
States who took the test, the 
average verbal score was 424 
while the average mathemati- 
cal score was 476 

Of the 29,111 students in 
Maryland who took the test, the 
average verbal score was 430 
while the average mathemati- 
cal score was 478 

Although the local school 
system has only been sub 
scribing to the College Board 
reporting service for the past 
three years due to costs, this 
year’s area scores show a 
steady improvement over the 
three-year period 

Beginning in 1988, verbal 
scores of local students were 410 
compared to the U.S. average of 
428, while mathematical scores 
averaged 455 compared to a 
national average of 476. In 1989, 
verbal score averages for local 
students remained almost 
identical (411) to those of 1988, 
but the mathematical average 
score improved to 479, ex- 
ceeding the U.S. average of 476

Bridge Plan 


A group of Deep Creek Lake 
property and landowners are 
currently circulating a petition 
concerning the Glendale Bridge 
project urging the Garrett 
County Commissioners to 

alter their thinking on the pro- 
posed rebuilding of the Glen- 
dale Bridge on its current align- 
ment,"’ according to the peti- 
tion 

Spokesman for the group, Jan 
Finkel, a lake property owner, 
stated, ‘We hope their decision 
is not final, and that they will be 
willing to amend their 
position." 

The current plan calls for the 
superstructure of the bridge to 
be built over the existing pier, 
which would close the bridge for 
nine to twelve months, affecting 
businesses in the area as well as 
hampering emergency services 
and creating inconveniences for 
residents and tourists 

The petition, which will be 
delivered to the board of com- 
missioners late this week or 
early next week, states the 
following reasons for not 
rebuilding the bridge on its cur- 
rent substructure. 

1. Such a closure will bring 
about irrevocable damage to 
businesses and services both on 
the lake and in Oakland, so 
much so that many people may 
lose their jobs; 

2. People who use the bridge

4. Safety, police, rescue and 
fire professionals will be forced 
to take alternate routes, 
thereby endangering property 
and life ;, 

5. The work can be done prop- 
erly on a new alignment for

Firm To Locate 
in industrial Park 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners this week announced 
that a new meat processing 
facility will be developed in the 
county, known as Mountain 
Fresh Meats, that will “add 
another dimension to the 
agricultural products industry 
that we're trying to foster in 
Garrett County,”’ according to 
Garrett County Economic 
Development Director Tom 
Jones. 

The firm, which will be 
located in the Southern Garrett 
Industrial Park, will utilize 
locally produced meats, in- 
cluding beef, lamb and goat 
meat, and then sell the meat 
directly to metropolitan 
restaurants, according to Dale 
Miller, spokesman for the 
group. 

Miller stated that the firm 
decided to move into Garrett 
County “‘because of its stable 
labor base. We also think the 
agricultural base that’s already 
here will provide a constant 
supply for our College Park 
operation."’ 

The firm's parent company is 
located in College Park under 
the name of HG Meats. 

The facility will employ ap- 
proximately 25 to 30 local 

es and will expand to 50 
or 60 in about three years, noted 
Miller. 

Jones stated, ‘’This business 
is really another dimension to 
our Mountain Fresh Products 
marketing program that we are 
now doing with fresh vegetable 
and fruit produce.” 

Miller commented that he ex- 
pects the popularity of that pro- 
gram to complement the meat 
processing firm. He added that 
the name Mountain Fresh was 
chosen because of the produce 
operation already in place in 
the county 

Commissioner Elwood L 
Groves II said, ‘‘This is another 
step in our endeavors to diver- 
sify the local economy and to at- 
tract new entrepreneurs in the 
county.” 

He added, ‘This is a par- 
ticularly good type of business 
for Garrett County, We're ex- 
cited because it means more 
diversity, more jobs, and will 
be a major outlet for our 
agricultural community to 
become more productive and 
more profitable.” 

Groves further noted that the 
company will not be in competi- 
tion with the local meat pro- 
cessing facilities already here 
because they use different pro- 
ducts and cater to a different 
market. 

He stated, “This is an ideal 
situation because it’s basically 
taking Garrett County products 
and selling them at the 
metropolitan market.

Health Legislation 


A bill that will establish new 
programs for research on 
women's health matters within 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services and the 
National Institute of Health is 
being co-sponsored by Rep 
Beverly Byron (D-MD) 

Byron said her support of the 
legislation is a result of a recent 
General Accounting Office 
study that found the NIH to 
under represent or completely 
exclude women as subjects in 
its research despite the fact the 
women comprise over half the 
U.S. population. The findings of 
the GAO study were corrobo- 
rated by testimony from an NIH 
official before a House subcom- 
mittee earlier this year Byron 
said 

The NIH is spending less 
than 14% of its budget on 
women’s health research,” 
Byron said. ‘‘This has to stop.” 

As an indication of the ap 
parent bias against women in 
health research at the NIH, 
Byron cited examples from the 
GAO report that she says

Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Rocco J. Gabriele has an- 
nounced the arson statistics for 
the first six months of calendar 
year 1990 for the State of Mary- 
land 

The statistical data was com- 
piled by the Maryland Uniform 
Crime Reporting Program 
based on information from law 
enforcement agencies through- 
out Maryland. The data reveals 
that arson offenses increased 
slightly for the first six months 
of 1990 as compared with same 
period of 1989. From January 
through June of this year there 
1,347 reported arson 
offenses statewide, as com- 
pared with 1,308 such incidents 
during the first six months of 
1989, which represents an in- 
crease of approximately three 
percent 

According to the Office of the 
State Fire Marshal, an agency 
of the Department of Public 
Safety and Correctional Ser- 
vices, the Eastern Shore Region 
which includes the counties of 
Caroline, Cecil, Dorchester, 
Kent, Queen Anne, Somerset 
Talbot, Wicomico and Wor 
cester, experienced the largest 
increase in arson for the first 
six months of 1990 at 35% over 
1989 figures. There 101 
arson offenses reported for the 
first half of this year, as com- 
pared with only 75 such inci- 
dents for the same period in 
1989. The Western Maryland

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WEST VIRGINIA AND REGIONAL TREE FARMER — On their Walnut Meadows farm, the 
Siagies have planted 10 acres of walnut trees from nuts. These trees will be six years old next April. 
In their fifth year the trees are five inches in diameter, 25 feet tall and have already produced a crop 
of nuts. For their efforts, the Slagles were named West Virginia Outstanding Tree Farmer of the 
Year in 1989 and placed second in the 1990 Southern Regional Tree Farmer of the Year Contest out of 
36,000 entries.

nuts work best if you can keep 
the squirrels away from them," 
they say 
Walnuts ideally like a deep 
river bottom soil, so Bill 
mounds the soil in the rows to be 
deeper. The nuts were planted 
16 inches apart and surrounded 
with black plastic mulch 
‘Walnut people say black 
plastic mulch is not the way to 
grow young trees, but we've 
proven that's not true,”’ Bill 
said, explaining that there is a 
difinate difference between 
rows of trees where regular 
black plastic was used and is 
still on the ground five years 
later, and some smaller trees of 
the same age which were sur- 
rounded by a type of biodegrad- 
able black plastic which lasted 
less than a year in some of the 
rows 
The trees are continually 
thinned to maintain a good 
stand, and in the end have 40 to 
60 trees per acre which will also 
provide adequate shade for the 
ginseng plants. “I hope to have 
trees 20 inches in diameter in 30 
years,"’ said Bill. “I keep 
thinning them, but keep them 
close so they crowd and grow 
An ideal timber stand would 
be 100 trees per acre, which 
would be worth $500,000 per 
acre in 60 years. Bill says that a 
tree 30 inches in diameter and 
40 feet to the lowest limb is 
worth $10,000. The highest- 
priced walnut tree ever sold in 
this country was four feet in 
diameter and brought $35,350 
Slagles young trees will be six 
years old next April. In their 
fifth year, the trees are five 
inches in diameter 2%-feet high 
and produced a crop of nuts 
Some of the young trees grew 
eight feet in the last year, and 
it’s hard to keep them straight, 
Bill says. Wind and canker, a 
type of decay, are major 
problems for fast-growing 
trees 
“The forestry people are kind 
of amazed by the growth of my 
trees from nuts,” Bill says. 
Purdue University has a patient 
on grafted walnut trees that 
have grown up to 9/10 inch in 
diameter in a year. Bill's trees 
are growing one inch in a year 
“I give credit for the tremen- 
dous growth to the black plastic 
mulch, which keeps the ground 
warm, keeps the weeds from 
growing and keeps the moisture 
in,” Bill said 
It takes constant effort to 
keep the trees from being darm- 
aged by all their other natural 
enemies. Deer do a tremendous 
amount of damage to young 
trees, both horn damage caused 
by rubbing the trees, and dam- 
age caused by browsing deer 
One year, Bill tried a deer 
repellent spray on two acres of 
young trees. The repellent 
killed the main terminal, or 
central growth area, on every 
tree 
Gypsy moths are another 
natural enemy that are causing 
extensive damage to the walnut 
trees, and by defoliating the 
trees they rob the ginseng 
plants underneath of necessary 
shade. This summer, Bill 
sprayed the walnut plantation 
five times with Roundup to 
protect his investment 
Except for the gypsy moths, 
the threat from natural enemies 
lessens as the trees grow, and 
after 15 or 16 years, no main- 
tenance is needed 
Some people say I won't live 
long enough to harvest these for 
timber,’’ Bill says, ‘‘but I think 
they're wrong. When I'm 135 
years old they'll be ready, and if 
I eat enough ginseng, I think | 
might live that long."

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PREPARING THE SEED — The ginseng plant produces clusters of bright red berries, each 
berry containing one, two or three seeds. These berries are picked and cleaned, covered with moist 
soil for a year, then planted individually to appear as a sprout the following year — a two-year 
process.

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quired to plant the seeds from 
the plants they harvest at the 
site of the digging. The species 
is thus perpetuated in a habitat 
where it is already established 

in the state of Maryland, 101 
pounds of dried root was 
exported last year, bringing an 
average per pound of $180. A 
total of 53 percent of that was 
gathered in Garrett County and 
37 percent in Allegany County 
According to a Maryland 
Department of Agriculture Ag 
Statistics spokesperson, ginsent 
once grew in all areas of Mary 
land. At one time, he said, a 
substancial patch of wild gin- 
seng grew in Wheaton, just out- 
side of the nation's capitol. ‘It's 
a housing development now 
he said 

West Virginans harvested 
13,451 pounds of wild ginseng 
last year and exported 14,432 
pounds because of a hold-over 
from the year before. Also har- 
vested was 27 pounds of culti- 
vated ginseng. Ninety-five per- 


cent of the total was dried 
ginseng roots. In Preston 
County alone, 239 pounds of 


ginseng root was dug. The aver- 
age value of the dried ginseng 
root in West Virginia was $225 
per pound, making it a 
$3,260,476 industry in the state 
last year. ‘Ginseng is worth 
twice as much as silver,” Bill 
says 

In established woodlots, Bill 
thins and prunes the adult trees 
to produce the proper amount of 





shade for ginseng. The rocks 
are dug out and raised beds are 
made with trenches in between 
for drainage. Ginseng won't 
grow unless it’s well drained. 
Each bright red ginseng 
berry contains one, two or three 
seeds. ‘We stratify the ginseng 
seeds for one year in the moist 
ground.” Bill said. ‘‘Then they 
are planted and come up the 
next year.’’ These seeds are 
planted in permanent seed 
beds, and may be thinned and 
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some transplanted, but the beds 
will never grow new seed again 

The ginseng root is sold in 
three different classifications 
cultivated, which takes four 
years from planting to harvest 
and brings $60 to $80 per pound; 
woodsgrown, which takes five 
to six years from seed to har- 
vest and brings $90 to $120 per 
pound; and wild or simulated 
wild, which is ready to harvest 
in 10 years and brings $250-330 
per pound

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The Slagies have some 75 to 
100-year-old ginseng plants on 
the farm. Rings on a ginseng 
root can determine the age of 
the plant just as the rings of a 
tree can determine its age. Bill 
will be selling some 10-year-old 
roots weighing five to seven 
ounces to a merchant from 
China this fall. Bill says studies 
show that people in other 
cultures put a high value on 
ginseng. The Chinese for 
instance will spend one-third of 
their income on ginseng for 
their families. People in the 
Soviet Union use ginseng when 
working under a lot of stress, 
whether it be in sports, heat 
stress or cold. 

Bill raises two-acres of culti- 
vated ginseng under shade 
cloth. The ground was worked 
up, raised beds established, and 
the ginseng crop planted before 
the locust posts, cables and 
shade cloth was erected. He 
expects a harvest in four years, 
“unless it is too wet,” Bill said. 
‘Ginseng can't take wet 
weather. Even wild ginseng 
dies in the woods if it’s too wet.”” 

Weeds are a problem in culti- 
vated ginseng, and it’s hard for 
the Slagles to find labor to pull 
weeds. Bill says he works 
16-hour days, seven days a 
week, and other members of the 
family work on a regular basis. 
Outside help is limited to week- 
ends when two or three students 
come to work on the farm. 

Bil expects the siliseiig Crop 
to flourish, though, and says if 
he can ‘‘keep the weeds, thieves 
and varmints out, in 10 years 
I'll have a fine crop of culti- 
vated ginseng."’ 

The other major enterprise on 
the Slagle farm is the produc- 
tion of shiitake mushrooms. 
Bill, who grew up eating the 
wild mushrooms his family har- 
vested, was not surprised to 
find a large market for mush- 
rooms in the Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and Morgantown, W.Va., areas 
He makes his own shiitake 
mushroom spawn which is 
placed into pre-drilled holes in 
five-foot long oak logs and 
covered with nickel-sized Styro- 
foam plugs. 

It takes six to 18 months for 
the spawn to spread over the 
log, depending on whether it is 
left to grow naturally or aided 
by buman intervention. In the 
summer under natural condi- 
tions, it takes six months. Incu- 
bated in a heated barn it takes 
six months. After the spawn has 
spread throughout the logs, 
they are soaked in the creek. 

The logs are soaked for 24 
hours, stacked in the shade and 
covered with plastic to promote 
humidity. After the first flush of 
mushrooms, Bill lets the logs 
dry down for six weeks then 
soaks them again and waits for 
another crop of mushrooms. 
The average production is 1/2 
pound of mushrooms per log per 
flush, but it is not unusual for 
Bill to get six pounds of mush- 
rooms per log and his daughter- 
in-law once picked 11 pounds 
from one log in one flush. The 
logs last three years if worked 
hard, and six to seven years if 
mushrooms are only taken off 
three times a year. 


The Slagles sell their shiitake 
mushrooms wholesale to a 
buyer in Pittsburgh for $5 per 
pound. Bill has been cultivating 
shiitake mushrooms for about 
four years now. He also grows 
spawn of many different kinds 
of wild mushrooms, experi- 


menting with them all. “I hope 
someday to grow some 
truffles," Bill said. ‘I’ve 


already produced some morels 
— they seem to be what a lot of 
people like. We’re coming up 
with some new ways to produce 
morels.” 

Bill says it's possible to har- 
vest 150 pounds of mushrooms a 
week from 500 logs. The Slagles 
produced 3,500 pounds of 
shiitake mushrooms last sum- 
mer, and are also beginning to 
sell production logs. 

Mushrooms are unpredict- 
able,” Bill says. ‘‘I tell it and 
my wife tells it different, but 
they're a lot like a woman. You 
think you have everything 
figured out and you have real 
good success for a while then 
everything goes to pieces. 
You're ready to throw her and 
the logs beth out, and weil, 
she'll come with a big apple pie 
and the mushrooms start 
producing for you. 

“Two years ago, I threw some 
logs away. Thought I'd never 
get a mushroom from them. I 
gave up. Threw them in the 
woods. When I was stacking 
logs this year, I put them on the

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Angered Shalimar 
Residents Appeal 
To Grand Jury 


Shallmar residents have been 
frustrated lately in their 
attempt to bring charges 
against those responsible for 
the destruction of their town 
water system. It was in March 
of this year that state officials, 
without a court order, came into 
the community and dismantled 
the water system that has 
served the town for 
generations. The residents have 
filed charges against two state 
government officials, but so far 
the charges have gone nowhere 

Ronald R. Rowan, principal 
spokesperson for the people of 
Shalimar, says he is going to 
take his case to the Grand Jury 
after having no success so far in 
seeing his lawsuits, filed 
against members of the 
Maryland Department of the 
Environment, set in motion 

Rowan says that he was 
advised by Garrett County 
State’s Attorney James Sherbin 
to file charges against the MDE 
officials who ordered the 
destruction rather than those 
who actually carried out the act 
of severing the water lines, as 
had been his original course of 
action 

“(Sherbin) said he would 
prosecute the moment charges 
were filed,"’ Rowan said 

Rowan filed charges on 
August 6 against James | 
Hearn, director Water 
Management Administration, 
MDE, and Barry O’Brien, P.E., 
chief, Supply Facility 
Inspection Division, Water Sup- 
ply Program, MDE, the two 
who officially requested the 
Garrett County Sanitary 
Commission to dismantle the 
water system. After over a 
month, Rowan says he has seen 
no action. 

Repeated attempts to contact 
State’s Attorney James Sherbin 
for comment were 
unsuccessful 

Rowan's original charges 
against the three Sanitary 
Commission men who 
dismantled the system, and 
their MDE supervisor, have 
been pending since April 2, 
shortly after the March 27 
incident. The old system, which 
served fewer than 30 homes, 
was cut and broken in ‘‘at least 
15 places,’’ according to Rowan 

The reason for the state's 
dismantling of the system was 
the alleged presence of fecal 
coliform bacteria, which would 
make the water unsafe for 
consumption 

Rowan states, however, that 
water tests have been done 
several times, and are still 
continuing, and that the water 
has so far been found safe to 
drink. 

The town had been served by 
the old system for several 
decades until the mid-1980s, 
when the Garrett County 
Commissioners received an

Planning Commission Hears Concerns 


Of DCL Plan Evaluation Comm. 


The Garrett County Planning 
Commission met last week with 
the Plan Evaluation Committee 
to exchange ideas and discuss 
recommendations for changes 
to the Deep Creek Lake Plan 
and Zoning Ordinance 

John Nelson, planning and 
zoning administrator, first sum- 
marized three main concepts 
put forth by the committee 
regarding a proposal that em- 
phasizes more land-based 
recreational use around Deep 
Creek Lake. 

Those concepts include the 
designation of a new zoning 
district that would allow for on- 
ly light, or non-intensive, in- 
dustry; lowering the density of 
development on acreage around 
the lake; and attempting to 
transform the area into a ‘class 
resort.” 

Nelson then reported that the 
committee had, more recently, 


State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Rise In July 


Slower job growth in seasonal 
summer employment pushed 
Maryland’s estimated unem- 
ployment rate up from 3.9 per- 
cent in June to 4.5 percent in 
July, despite the increase in 
employment of more than 31,000 
workers, according to statistics 
released by the Maryland 
Department of Economic and 
Employment Development 
(DEED). 

The Garrett County's jobless 
rate increased from 7.7 percent 
in June to 8.8 percent in July. 
The July 1989 rate was 6.6 per- 
cent. 

The July 1990 unemployment 
estimate for Maryland, while 
above last July's rate of 3.6 per- 
cent, is a full percentage point 
below the national rate of 5.5 
percent. 

The employment increase 
raised total employment in 
Maryland to 2,482,034. How- 
ever, the increase in employ- 
ment was offset by an addi- 
tional 47,827 new and re-enter- 
ing jobseekers joining the labor 
force over the month. As the 
result of the labor force in- 
crease and slower job growth, 
Maryland's jobless rolls in- 
creased by 16,800 people 

In manufacturing, vacation 
shutdowns reduced employ- 
ment in apparel and textile 
products. Also, the closing of an 
appliance plant in Howard 
County cost an estimated 500 
jobs. In the state, there was a 
small increase of 100 jobs in the 
construction industry. Employ- 
ment for general building con- 
tractors was static 

In the Baltimore metro- 
politan area, the jobless rate 
rose from 4.3 percent in June to 
5.0 percent in July. Howard

Another concept put forth by 
the committee to develop three 
land-based recreation areas in 
the county was met with the 
question of how to deal with in- 
creased traffic once that 
development takes place. 
Burnett explained that the 
original concept of the zoning 
ordinance adopted approx- 
imately 25 years ago — was to 
develop land-based recreation, 
“getting the recreational use off 
the lake and onto the land,”’ he 
said 
He further stated, 
“Historically, roads do not 
come before development."’ 
Nelson noted that the commit- 
tee will continue to review each 
section of the Deep Creek Lake 
Plan and Zoning Ordinance, 
and will meet again in early Oc- 
tober.

Flu, Pneumonia 
Vaccine Clinics 
Are Scheduled 


Influenza and pneumonia 
vaccines will again be available 
through the Garrett County 
Health Department clinics in 
October and November 

According to a Health Depart- 
ment spokesman, the influenza 
vaccine protects against three 
types of influenza viral in- 
fections of the nose, throat, 
bronchial tubes and lungs 
Accompanying symptoms may 
include fever, cough, chills, and 
soreness in the back, arms, and 
legs. Most healthy people re- 
cover in a few days, however 
there are people who develop 
more serious complications. 
The people at greatest risk of 
Serious complications include 
the elderly and people with 
health problems such as 
chronic lung disease, heart 
disease, diabetes, kidney 
disease, and frequent respira- 
tory infections 

The pneumonia vaccine 
stimulates, resistance to the 23 
most common types of 
pneumonia. Like the flu 
viruses, pneumonia can be life 
threatening, especially for 
people who are elderly or have 
chronic diseases. The spokes- 
man emphasized that the 
pneumonia vaccine is given 
only once and should provide 
lifetime protection. 

The flu vaccine will be offered 
at a cost of $3.00. The cost of 
pneumonia vaccinations is 
covered by Medicare and 
persons not covered by Medi- 
care will be charged according 
to income with the maximum 
cost being $12 

Clinics will be held as follows 
Oakland, October 4, 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m., October 5, 1 to 4 p.m., 
November 1, 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
and November 2, 1 to 4 p.m.; 
and Grantsville, October 18, 2 to 
6 p.m 

Arrangements are being 
made to offer the vaccine in 
various other locations around 
the county. These dates and 
times will be published in the 
near future

The 1990 primary election is history, but 
ertainly will not go dow! history as one of 
Garrett County's more exciting competitions. In 
fact, there were many Democrat voters who did not 


bother going to the polls because there were so few 
choices for them on the ballot 
The overall voter turnout in the county was in 


the neighborhood of 44 percent, which in and of itself 
is a less than desirable showing. This means, of 
course, that a minority of our voters are making 
these decisions for all of our citizens 

However, while voter apathy is a major 
problem, we do not believe that it can be targeted as 
the single reason for low voter turnout, especially 
this past Tuesday in Garrett County. We think that 
many of our voters believed that the selection of 
candidates was somewhere between slim and none, 
and for most of the races we tend to agree with them. 
In fact, for many offices there were no races'at all 
because there were no opposing candidates. There 
will also be many unopposed candidates on 
November's general election ballot 

One can draw a number of conclusions, and 
some questions, from this situation. We know there 
are many extremely competent people in Garrett 
County who would be good county commissioners or 
good board of education members, for example, but 
they have no desire to become politicians and run for 
office. They also may not have the money it takes to 
fund a campaign. There has been plenty of griping 
lately about the board of education, yet only TWO 
candidates, other than the incumbents, have filed 
for the office. Once again, we knew it was a major 
mistake to change board of education positions from 
appointed to elected 

And what in the world are our central 
committees doing? Very little, it seems. Why are 
there no Republican candidates in commissioner 
district 2? Why are there no Democrat candidates in 
districts 1 and 3? Why are there so many other races 
for which there are no opposing candidates? It is our 
understanding that one of the basic functions of the 
central committees is to find candidates for these 
races 

We do not mean to imply that there are no 
competent people in the various races, or that all 
unopposed incumbents are not doing a good job 
People like Joe DiSimone (register of wills) and Van 
Evans are doing a fine job.

Dana Shimrock, Garrett Community College library director, 
and Sybilla Sharps, president of the Ruth Enlow Library Board of 
Trustees, will be the local participants 

Mrs. Sharps is a member of the Advisory Board of the 
Library Services and Construction Act (LSCA), which meets 
quarterly to evaluate federal grants. In addition to her position on 
the Ruth Enlow Board of Trustees, she serves as liaison to the 
Friends of the Ruth Enlow Library group 

Ms. Shimrock has been library director at GCC for one year, 
and is a member of the Maryland Library Association and the 
American Library Association 

Conference participants will submit five resolutions vital to 
the future of Maryland libraries to Governor William D. Schaefer

The 202 delegates were selected from statewide nominations

The main issue, as far as the two local delegates have deter- 
mined, is the lack of certified librarians in the public schools. On- 
y the two high schools have certified media specialists; the mid- 
die schools have fulltime media assistants, and elementary 
schools use part-time media assistants 

Media assistants, while they do a very good job, are neither 

ertified librarians nor teachers. In every Maryland county ex 
ept Garrett, school systems start library instruction in the 
elementary schools 

Because of their more extensive training and experience, 
media specialists can provide more help to students in learning 
locate information in what Ms. Shimrock called “this in- 
formation explosion we're having.’ 

According to Gary ‘‘Dusty"’ Stanton, library media resource 
teacher for this county, no school system in Maryland meets the 
state standards for libraries. He cites lack of state and local 
funding as the chief reason 

During a state evaluation four years ago, it was recommend- 
ed that certified media specialists be hired for all school libraries, 
in addition to assistants. It was also recommended that funding 
be increased for all phases of the media centers — books, films 
computer science, and so on. Another major recommendation 
was the hiring of a library supervisor. Garrett County has not met 
the above mandates

TAP Project 
To Be Topic Of 
Public Meeting 


The Governor's Office for 
Handicapped Individuals, 
Technology Assistance 
Program, invites any interested 
parties to a public meeting 
taking place Friday, September 
21, from 1 to 3 p.m. at Garrett 
Community College. The 
meeting, which will be held in 
room CE 306, will focus on how 
the Technology Assistance 
Program (TAP) can work with 
local agencies, school systems, 
organizations or individuals to 
improve the quality of life for 
persons with disabilities. 

The goal of the TAP project is 
to implement and coordinate a 
comprehensive statewide 
system for the delivery of 
technology-related assistance 
to disabled persons, according 
to director Jay Brill 

The project is a response to a 
grant awarded by the U.S 
Department of Education. Brill 
Stated that Maryland was one of 
only nine states to initially be 
awarded such a grant. ‘This is 
a credit to the outstanding level 
of service already being 
provided to thousands of 
Marylanders with disabilities,” 
he said 

Quality of life issues 
addressed will range from those 
of a newborn with a congenital 
disability to a senior citizen who 
may be experiencing 
difficulties due simply to 
advancing age. Technologies 
can be as complex as a 
computer generated speech 

synthesizer or as simple as a 
rubber door knob extension 

Available to assist in the 

purchase of assistive 
technologies, or in the location 
of funds to make such 
purchases, TAP project staff 
will expand the capacity of 
existing agencies and 
resources. ‘This project is 
intended to enhance those 
mechanisms already in place,” 
stated Brill 

Services such as 
multidisciplinary evaluation, 
device procurement and 
modification, training and 
follow-up will be proivided by 
the project in cases where 
services from other resources 
are unavailable or inadequate 

In order to provide optimum 
service to every region of 
Maryland, Regional 
Technology Specialists are 
based in Western Maryland, on 
the Eastern Shore and one will 
soon be based in Southern 
Maryland. Regional Specialists 
serve as liaisons to local service 
providers, school systems, 
organizations having interest in 
individuals with disabilities, 
and local residents who can 
benefit from technology-related 
assistance 

Serving as Western Maryland 
Regional Technology Specialist 
is Richard Metheny, an 
Oakland native. Metheny, who 
will coordinate the GCC 


meeting, urges anyone who is 
interested in the quality of life 
for disabled persons to attend, 
stating that public input will be 
valuable in order to determine 
how the program can best serve 
the residents of Garrett County

Recorder Course 


A new course in instrumental 
music being offered by GCC this 
semester, ‘‘Playing the 
Recorder” (MUS 119-C), is open 
to anyone with an interest in 
music who is willing to practice, 
according to instructor Dr. Dan 
Muss.

THE LATE DR. SCOTT GLOTFELTY

Deep in the African country of 
Togo, a new Peace Corps volun- 
teer puzzled over the sick 
chickens a native man brought 
to her. 

She knew natives occa- 
sionally gave chickens as gifts, 
but sick chickens 

The bewildered young woman 
didn't know what a delivery of 
sick chickens meant 

Later, the natives explained 
“The man who was here before 
cured our chickens."’ They just 
assumed she would be another 
Scott Glotfelty 

Dr. Glotfelty, she learned, 
knew exactly what to do with 
sick chickens or goats or 
sheep — while he was there as a 
Peace Corps volunteer 

The natives missed Dr. Glot- 
felty, who was killed in Togo by 
swarming bees in March, 1988 

The 27-year-old veterinarian 
from Accident, Md., planned to 
serve in Togo, a narrow country 
west of Nigeria, for two years 
He had only been there nine 
months when, en route to a vil- 
lage market, he fell victim to 
the deadly bee attack 

Dr. Glotfelty had already en- 
deared himself to many 
natives. They appreciated how 
he healed their animals, helped 
with farm projects and lived 
among them as a friend, says 
his aunt, Helen Englar, of West- 
minster 

At the Peace Corps’ invi- 
tation, Mrs. Englar and her 
sister, Betty Hummel, of 
Olympia, Wash., journeyed to 
Togo recently. These aunts of 
Dr. Glotfelty attended the dedi- 
cation of a community well built 
in their nephew's memory 

Dr. Glotfelty’s family and 
friends financed construction of 
the well through memorial do- 
nations channeled to the Peace 
Corps Foundation 

They felt Dr. Glotfelty would 
be pleased that a desperately- 
needed well was being provided 
near Mandouri, the village 
where he last lived and worked 

‘Water is at a premium 
there,"’ Mrs. Englar explains 

An existing well in that area 
often ran dry, leaving residents 
to depend on a single waterhole 

where murky water was used 
for drinking, washing clothes, 
and bathing, as well as by 
animals 

The new concrete well, built 
by Peace Corps workers and 
natives, includes a run-off 
trough for the animals. The vil- 
lagers now have hope there'll be 
water year ‘round 

Getting a new well was cause 
for great celebration in Man- 
douri, as Mrs. Englar and Mrs 
Hummel discovered upon their 
arrival there June 23 

To reach Mandouri, located in 
northeastern Togo, the sisters 
flew to Lome, the country's 
capital on the southern coast, 
and then travelled several days 
by car — over some rough road- 
ways 

Mandouri's suis-prefet, a 
local government official, 
greeted the women as they ar- 
rived in the village 

Peace Corps representatives 
then escorted them through a 
field leading to another village 
near Mandouri. ‘When we got 
close by, you could hear drums 
beating, people cheering,’’ Mrs 
Englar recalls

Villagers warmly welcomed 
the aunts of their late friend, the 
animal doctor. They presented 
handmade garments for the 
women to wear their 
American clothes 

The natives proceeded with a 
curious ceremony, mixing to- 
gether sorghum meal and 
water, and pouring it on the 
ground. They also killed a 
chicken, slitting its throat so 
that blood would drip over the 
meal mixture 

Mrs. Englar still isn’t sure 
what the ritual meant 

The natives then brought 
three horses — for Mrs. Englar, 
Mrs. Hummel and the Togo 
Peace Corps director to ride 
upon 

‘We rode through this crowd 
of people who were dancing, 
singing, yelling and the drums 
were beating,’ Mrs. Englar 
recalls. Many, many appreci- 
ative natives had gathered 

The entourage trekked to a 
nearby shelter, which offered 
shade from the blazing sun 
There the Peace Corps director, 
a native chief and other digni- 
taries gave speeches for the 
occasion 

Fortunately for Mrs. Englar 
and her sister, a missionary sat 
next to them to translate the 
French and native languages 
being used by speech-makers 

In between each speech 
there were animations, which 
were dances,’ Mrs. Englar 
says 

One was a funeral dance, per- 
formed by native women. Mrs

Englar believes they were 
dancing in memory of her 
nephew 


‘The people felt they never 
really had a chance to say good- 
bye to him,” she explains. After 
his death, the Peace Corps 
quickly returned Dr. Glotfelty's 
body and belongings home to 
Accident, where his mother, 
Ruth DePaolo, still lives 

When the speeches and danc- 
ing ended, the crowd walked a 
few paces to the well site. Mrs 
Englar and Mrs. Hummel 
inaugurated the well by pulling 
up buckets of water in 
symbolic representation of 
other family members who 
couldn't attend 

They then unveiled the well's 
memorial plaque, which carries 
the epitaph found on their 
newphew’'s tombstone in Acci- 
dent: ‘I expect to pass through 
this world but once. Any good, 
therefore, that I can do or any 
kindness that I can show to my 
fellow creatures let do 
now.” 

The villagers continued the 
dedication festivities by hosting 
a dinner in a small shelter. Togo 
beer was offered as an apertif 
Mrs. Englar says she took “a 
sip’’ to be polite 

The meal commenced with 
natives serving up fufu, a mush, 
accompanied by lamb prepared 

in a very, very hot sauce.” 

The menu also featured a dish 
of goat meat and wild rice 

which was delicious,’ Mrs 
Englar says 

When natives passed around 
cacao beans to finish the meal, 
Mrs. Englar only took a taste 
She was warned that a heftier 
portion would likely keep her 
awake all night 

That evening, Dr. Glotfelty's 
aunts stayed in the same hut 
their nephew once called home 
Built from cob, a mixture of 
clay and straw, it had a metal

The hut was 
Debra Reich, that young Peace 
Corps worker so perplexed by 
sick chickens 

Many natives came to visit 
the women at the Peace Corps 
hut, eager to share their 
remembrances of Dr. Glotfelty 

One young man was proud 
that he had given the veteri- 
narian a bird caught in the 
forest. A local midwife came to 
apologize for missing the well 
dedication, explaining that she 
had delivered four babies that 
day 

“I think they missed Scott 
and the fact he was trying to 
help them’’ Mrs. Englar says of 
the natives who came to pay 
respects 

As Mrs. Englar went to sleep 
that night, she could hear the 
sounds of drums beating in the 
distance. ‘It was like an old 
movie I really felt like I was 
in Africa.” 

Before leaving Mandouri for 
the return trip to Lome, and a 
flight home, Mrs. Englar 
distributed gifts to Togolaise 
children: She brought balloons, 
Maryland coloring books, 
crayons, and pencils 

She also distributed T-shirts 
designed by Dr. Glotfelty’s 
brothers and sisters. They were 
silkscreened with French and 
English words for ‘‘friends,” 
and showed a black hand and a 
white hand clasped together

Peace Corps workers, local 
officials and native residents, 
Mrs. Englar says 

Mrs. Englar also left with Ms 
Reich a special gift package 
earmarked for students of the 
local school, which just closed 
for summer recess 

When those Togolaise stu- 
dents return to school in Sep- 
tember, they'll be surprised to 
find that youngsters from 
another school, far away, had 
sent them 11 storybooks 

The French-language books 
were bought by third-graders 
and some second graders, from 
Winfield Elementary School 
who saved money for the proj- 
ect in May 

The Winfield students also 
wrote letters to the Togolaise 
students, telling them about 
schools, industry and having 
fun in Carroll County. They 
even wrote about the latest in 
computers 

The Winfield students learned 
about the Togo trek from Pat 
Minnich, a teacher of the gifted 
and talented who is also a friend 
of Mrs. Englar 

Although Mrs. Englar was 
disappointed she couldn't per- 
sonally deliver the Winfield 
gifts to the Togolaise children, 
she’s sure they'll be thrilled 

Mrs. Englar says ‘everybody 
we met in the whole country 
was so friendly and open and 
easy to talk to.” 

They are hard-working 
people, too. Throughout Togo, 
the natives use primitive tools 
and oxen-drawn plows to raise 
manioc, sweet potatoes, 
peanuts, corn, sorghum and 
millet, she notes 

Women would carry a heavy 
load of wood or tub of water on 
the top of their head while 
carrying a baby on their backs. 

Mrs. Englar says she even 
saw a little boy, maybe 7 or 8, 

just trotting up the road”’ with 
a bundle of wood “‘taller and 
bigger than he was’’ on the top 
of head

This trip was the adventure 

of a lifetime,’’ Mrs. Englar 
remarks 

She said it was worth every 
penny she spent, to experience 
for herself the place her nephew 
cherished, the place where he 
died 

He wanted to travel and he 
wanted to serve,"’ Mrs. Englar 
says of Dr. Glotfelty. ‘He wrote 
at one point that he felt so puny 
there was so much to be done 

“But he had a good time in 


Togo,’ she continues He 
made a lot of friends." 
Thanks to his American

Wetlands Status 

Jim Torrington, a member of 
the Garrett County Wetlands 
Advisory Committee, provided 
a status report to the commis- 
sion on the wetlands issue, 
Stating that, as of September 21, 
the state will have the authority 
over wetlands of 10 acres or less 
in the state 

This authority was issued by 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers the federal

Torrington also stated that a 
letter sent by the Garrett Coun- 
ty Commissioners to DNR 
Secretary Dr. Torrey Brown 


requesting that DNR set up a 
local review office in Garrett 
County, has not yet received a 
response 

The advisory committee, he 
said, has suggested to the com- 
missioners that the present ad- 
visory committee be utilized (or 
a new one established) ‘‘to 
monitor state activities, hear 
citizens’ concerns, and keep the 
board of commissioners inform 
ed of wetlands issues.” 
Savage River State Park Plan 

Nelson reported that 
Maryland Department of 
Natura! Resources is currently 
undertaking a resource plan 
for Savage River State Forest 
and has appointed a 32-member 
advisory committee to make 
recommendations toward that 
end 

Nelson said the committee, 
composed of members of coun- 
ty and state government, the 
Sierra Club, Wildlife Ad- 
ministration and Forest, Park 
and Wildlife Service, among 
others, serves as ‘a public 
forum response to DNR as how 
best to utilize the state forest.”’ 

The committee has so far con- 
ducted three meetings, and is 


currently studving multiple 
uses of the forest, including 
recreation, forestry,

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Pears are classified into two groups — dessert or 
cooking. Dessert pears have a wonderfully sweet 
flavor and are excellent served fresh. Cooking pears, 
such as Anjou and Bosc, hold their shape well during 
baking and cooking. Unlike apples, pears are best 
picked from the tree just before they ripen. The tree- 
ripened pears develop a coarser texture than those 
allowed to ripen at room temperature after picking. 
In fact, pears to be used in baked or cooked desserts 
are best when firm. 


OLD-FASHIONED PEAR-APPLE PIF 
4 medium Granny Smith apples, peeled, cored, and 
thinly sliced (about 4 cups) 
4 large pears, peeled, cored, and thinly sliced 
(about 4 cups) 

42 cup packed light brown sugar 
Yq cup sugar 
\% cup all-purpose flour 
34-1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Salt 
Flaky Oil Pastry: 
214 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
% cup plus | tablespoon salad oil 
3-4 tablespoons cold water 

In a large bowl, with rubber spatula, gently toss 
first 7 ingredients and \4 teaspoon salt until well 
mixed, set aside. Prepare Flaky Oil Pastry. In 
medium bowl, stir flour and salt. Stir in salad oil until 
mixture resembles coarse crumbs. Add cold water, a 
tablespoon at a time, into mixture, mixing lightly 
with fork after each addition until the pastry is moist 
and cleans the side of bowl. Shape the pastry into a 
ball. Moisten counter top. Place two 15-inch-long 
strips of waxed paper on top, overlapping to make a 
15-inch square. For bottom crust, place two-thirds 
pastry in center of square, cover with another square 
of waxed paper. With rolling pin, carefully roll pastry 
into a 15-inch round. Line pie plate with the pastry, 
trim edge, leaving ‘'2-inch overhang. Spoon fruit 
mixture into pastry-lined pie plate, dot filling with the 
butter or margarine. Preheat oven to 425'F . For top of 
crust, roll remaining pastry between two 12-inch 
squares of waxed paper into a 12-inch round, place 
over filling. Make Fork Edge. Fold the overhang 
under, press it down lightly. Trim the pastry even 
with the rim. With floured, fourtined fork, press 
pastry to rim, leaving a 1-inch gap between the fork 
marks. With sharp knife, cut a few slashes in top crust 
to allow steam to escape during baking. Bake pie 50 
minutes, or until crust is golden and fruit is tender. If 
pastry browns too quickly, cover the pie loosely with 
foil to prevent over-browning. Remove pie from oven 
and cool on a wire rack 1 hour, serve warm. If you 
like, cool completely to serve later. 
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SPICED PEARS WITH CHOCOLATE SAUCE 
4 small pears 
3 cups apple juice 
Yq cup packed light brown sugar 
1 tablespoon grated lemon peel 
6 3-inch long cinnamon sticks 
6 whole cloves 
Bittersweet Chocolate Dessert Sauce 
42 pine vanilla ice cream 

Peel the pears. With an apple corer, remove the 
cores from the bottom of the pears, but do not remove 
the stems. This will make pears easier to serve. In 
2-quart saucepan over medium heat, heat pears and 
next 5 ingredients to boiling. Reduce heat to low, 
cover, simmer 30 minutes, turn occasionally. Spoon 
pears and liquid into bowl cover, refrigerate until well 
chilled, about 4 hours, turn occasionally. About 10 
minutes before serving, prepare chocolate sauce. 
Place 4 dessert dishes in refrigerator to chill. Remove 
the chilled pears from their liquid, reserve the liquid 
for use another day. In each of the chilled dessert 
dishes, place ‘4 cup ice cream, arrange a pear on top 
of the ice cream. Drizzle the chocolate sauce in an 


attractive pattern over the fruit and ice cream in each 
bowl. Serve at once. 





BITTERSWEET CHOCOLATE DESSERT SAUCE 

In a heavy 1-quart saucepan over medium heat, 
heat % cup sugar with %s cup water, 2 squares 
unsweetened chocolate, 2 squares semisweet 
chocolate, 2 tables butter or margarine, and 1/8 
teaspoon salt to boiling stirring frequently. (Mixture 
will look separated). Reduce heat to medium-low, 
simmer, uncovered, until sauce is smooth and 
thickened, about 3 minutes, stirring mixture 
constantly. Remove saucepan from heat, stir in % 
teaspoon vanilla extract. Serve sauce warm over 
poached pears, sauteed bananas, ice cream, or pound 
cake. Or, refirgerate sauce to serve later, reheat in 
heavy l-quart saucepan over low heat, stirring 
mixture constantly. Keeps up to 1 week in the 
refrigerator. Makes about 1 cup sauce. 


DELICIOUS PEAR PIE 

Pastry for double-crust 9-inch pie 
\% cup sugar 
1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 
% teaspoon ground cinnamon 
‘2 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
6 medium baking pears, peeled and thinly sliced 
' cup sugar 
3 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

Roll half of pastry to 1/8inch thickness on a 
lightly floured surface. Place in a 9-inch pieplate, set 
aside. Combine *« cup sugar, 1 tablespoon flour, 
cinnamon, and nutmeg in a bowl, stir well. Add pears, 
stir well. Spoon into pastry shell. Combine 42 cup 
sugar and 3 tablespoons flour, cut in butter until 
mixture resembles coarse meal. Sprinkle over top of 
pears. Roll remaining pastry to 1/8-inch thickness, 
transfer to top of pie. Trim off excess pastry along 
edges. Fold edges under, and flute. Cut slits in top 
crust for steam to escape. Bake at 425° for 45 to 50 
minutes. Cover edges of pastry with strip of 
aluminum foil to prevent excessive browning, if 
necessary. Serve warm or cool. Yield: One 9-inch pie. 


NATURAL PEAR-APPLE PIE 

3 large cooking apples, peeled and sliced 

%4 cup dark or golden raisins 

\% cup plus 2 tablespoons sugar 

1 tablespoon whole wheat flour 

¥% teaspoon ground cinnamon 

\% teaspoon ground nutmeg 

2 medium pears, peeled and sliced 

Pastry for double-crust 9-inch pie 

1 tablespoon dark rum or cognac 

142 tablespoons butter or margarine, melted 

2 tablespoons finely chopped black walnuts 

Combine first 6 ingredients in a bowl, toss. Cover 

and chill 20 minutes. Cook pears in a small amount of 

water in a saucepan 5 minutes or until tender.

Roll remaining pastry to 1/8-inch 

thickness, transfer to top of pie. Trim off excess

5 medium Bartlett or other cooking pears 
Cobbler Topping: 
1 cup whole-wheat flour 
% cup all-purpose flour

% cup butter or margarine 
42 cup whipping cream 
Heavy cream (optional) 

In 3-quart saucepan combine first seven 
ingredients. Over high heat, heat mixture to boiling, 
stirring constantly. Spoon mixture into 13’’x9’’ baking 
dish. Peel pears. cut each lengthwise in half, remove 
cores and slice pears. Arrange pear slices on top of 
the cranberry mixture, overlapping the slices to fit 
Preheat oven to 400°F.. Prepare Cobbler Topping: Ina 
bowl, mix the flours, sugar, baking powder, and salt. 
With pastry blender, cut in butter until mixture 
resembles coarse crumbs. Add whipping cream to 
dry ingredients in bowl, stir gently with fork until the 
dough leaves the side of the bowl. Crumble the 
Cobbler Topping over the pear layer. Bake for 25 to 30 
minutes until the topping is golden and fruit mixture 
is hot and bubbly. Serve cobbler warm. If you like, 
pour heavy cream over each serving. Or cool cobbler 
completely to serve later. To reheat, just before 
serving, place cobbler in 400°F. oven 10 minutes to 
heat through. 


PEAR AND ORANGE CUSTARD TART 
19-inch unbaked pie shell 
5 cups Seckel or other winter pears, peeled, cored 
and sliced 

2 tablespoons honey 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
\% teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon orange rind

Preheat oven to 400°F. Make pie shell according 
to preferred recipe.

WINTER PEAR CRUNCH 

4 cups peeled, sliced winter pears 
% cup unsweetened apple juice 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Y% teaspoon cinnamon 
\% teaspoon ginger 
2 tablespoons honey 
%2 cup almonds and/or walnuts (ground in electric 

blender) 
% cup pumpkin seeds (ground in electric blender) 

Preheat oven to 350°F. Place pears and apple 

juice in a casserole and sprinkle with lemon juice and 
spices. Drizzle with honey. Combine nuts and seeds 
and spread evenly over the pears. Bake in preheated 
oven 30 to 40 minutes or until pears are tender. Yield: 
4 servings. 


SPICED PEAR MUFFINS 
12s cups whole wheat flour 
44 cup soy flour 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
¥ teaspoon salt 
¥2 teaspoon cinnamon 
4 teaspoon nutmeg 
%2 cup chopped pears (about ‘2”’), use fresh or 
drained, canned pears 
1 egg, beaten 
1 cup milk or 1 cup water plus ‘4 cup milk powder 
(4s cup instant) 

1-4 tablespoons melted butter or oil 
1-4 teaspoons honey 

Stir the dry ingredients together with the spices in 
a small bowl, add the chopped pears and distribute 
them gently throughout the flour mixture. Blend the 
liquid ingredients together and then pour them into 
the dry all at once. Stir 12 times or less to moisten. Fill 
oiled muffin tins %s full, bake at 400°F. for about 25 
minutes, until nicely browned. Serve hot. Yield: 12 
muffins.

THE MUSIC 
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Background Scripture: 2 Samuel | 
through 12:25 


Devotional Reading: Palm 


What is harder than ‘‘facing 
the music’’? What is more soul 
wrenching than acknowledging 
that we have greviously sinned? 
What is more difficult for the 
human mind than to accept the 
consequences of our own choices? 

In fact, it is so difficult for 
many of us that the only way our 
minds can grasp these realities is 
to be tricked or finessed into it 
Faced with an accusation of wrong 
doing, our minds become mira 
culously inventive in finding 
legitimate reasons for what we 
have done. We are rarely more 
creative than when trying to ra 
tionalize our sins. In fact 
one of the reasons that the word 
**sin’’ is no longer in vogue. It Is 
too stark, too clear-cut. What 
we want is something a bit more 
fuzzy and equivocal 

The prophet Nathan was fac 
ing just such a situation with King 
David. Nathan knew that David 
had sinned greviously: coveting 
another man’s wife, committing 
adultery with her, and then plot 
ting to have the husband killed 
to cover up Bathsheba’s preg 
nancy. But he also realized that 
if he confronted David, the clever 
king would not admit that he had 
sinned. Perhaps he anticipated 
that David would become ex 
tremely angry and even do violence 
against him 

When we are cornered with 
our sins, we very often respond 
by projecting our anger with our 
selves to someone else

SETTING UP THE KING 
So, Nathan cleverly ‘‘set-up”’ 
he king by asking him to render 


idgement upon the acts of an 
ther man. Nathan knew that 
David, like all of us, loved to judge 


the deeds of others, particularly 
David is certain 
ly not alone in that, is he? Most 
secretly or admitted 
ly, executing judgements upon 
other people. Often, it makes us 
feel better about ourselves if we 
can condemn the actions of others 

The story he told David was 
obvious in its implications, The 
“rich man" had obviously sinned 
in taking from the ‘‘poor man” 
his one little ewe lamb. **Then 
David's anger was greatly kindled 
against the man,"’ we are told. 
“As the Lord lives, the 
man who had done this deserves 
to die; and he shall restore the 
lamb fourfold, because he did 
this thing, and because he had no 
pity’’ (12:5,6). Who among us 
cannot join with David in righteous 
indignation over the ‘‘rich man’s” 
evildeed? 

YOU ARE THE MAN 

What a dramatic moment 
when, with these words still vi- 
brating on David's lips, Nathan 
replies: “‘You are the man!”’ 
(12:7). This rascal who ‘‘deserves 
to die,”’ this ‘‘rich man’’ who must 
give restitution, is really the king 
himself. It is to David's credit 
that he no longer fights the ver- 
dict. Instead of protesting his in- 
nocence or ‘‘extenuating the cir- 
cumstances,’’ David acknowledges 
that Nathan is correct when he 
charges: ‘‘You are the man!’’ 
Sometimes when we're caught in 
our own standards of judgement, 
we insist that ‘‘this is different.’ 
But David replied: ‘Il have sinned 
against the Lord’’ (12:13) 

What about you? Are you 
rather quick in your moral judge- 
ments upon other people? By 
what standards do you judge 
others? And when you are con- 
fronted with your sin, do you 
have the courage and integrity to 
acknowledge what you have done? 
Can you face the music?

State Fairgoers 
kind $326,611 In 


Unclaimed Funds 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said efforts 
to locate unclaimed funds for 
visitors to the State Fair in 
Timonium this year were highly 
sdccessful. ‘Out of the 13,936 
fairgoers who stopped by the 
Comptroller's Office booth, 1876 

or about one in seven — found 
unclaimed bank accounts, in- 
surance benefits, refund checks 
and other money worth 
$326,611.16,'" Goldstein said. 

That was beyond our expec- 
tations.”’ 

Comptroller's Office person- 
nel manned four computer 
terminals at the State Fair 
August 25-September 3, in a 
first-of-its-kind effort in Mary- 
land to locate the rightful 
owners of about $50 million in 
unclaimed funds on the comp- 
troller’s records 

“The largest amount identi- 
fied for a single individual was 
$13,510, and the average 
amount found for visitors to the 
booth was $174,"’ Goldstein said 
Included in the money located 
for fairgoers were also state in- 
come tax refund checks total- 
ling $4,986. 

‘While the largest number of 
visitors to the booth during the 
10-day fair came on September 
1, the largest amount of money 
located on @ single day was on 
August 30 when we found $50,612 
for visitors to the booth. We lo- 
cated money for individuals 
from as far away as New York, 
and from all over Maryland,” 
Goldstein said. 

Even though some fairgoers 
were skeptical in the beginning, 
as the days progressed several 
people started coming to the 
booth saying, “‘This is the one 
place we were looking for.” 

Visitors to the unclaimed 
property booth, who found 
money or other funds, walked 
away astonished and praised 
the services provided by the 
comptroller. A teenage boy and 
his sister were surprised when 
they found out about $200 in 
their deceased father’s name 

In recent weeks, the comp- 
troller has also expanded the 
Computer capability at branch 
offices located throughout 
Maryland. ‘Our branch offices 
are reporting that hundreds of 
citizens throughout Maryland 
have checked our unclaimed 
property files with a telephone 
call to a local office, or stopped 
by one of our local offices in- 
Stead of having to contact us in 
Baltimore,"’ Goldstein said 

“People can visit or call our 
branch offices on any working 
day and check for free if they 
are the owners of any unclaim- 
ed funds,” he said. ‘‘Telephone 
numbers are listed in local tele- 


phone directories,’ Goldstein 
added. 
Financial institutions, in- 


surance companies and corpo- 
rations are required to report 
bank accounts, contents of safe 
deposit boxes, wages, insurance 
benefits, security deposits, 
stock dividends and other funds 
to the State Comptroller's 
Office if they remain unclaimed 
for five years or more 

Once money is reported to the 
state as unclaimed, the Comp- 
troller's Office attempts to lo- 
eate rightful owners by mail 
and through advertisements in 
local newspapers. Additional 
outreach efforts, such as the 
State Fair booth, are also used 
to locate rightful owners. If the 
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money remains unclaimed, it is 
turned over to the state 

However, Maryland's law is 
custodial, meaning that there is 
no time limit under which the 
property or its monetary 
equivalent may be claimed,”’ 
Goldstein said. “You or your 
legitimate heirs may claim the 
funds at any time."’

In the four days since her 
return from Saudi Arabia as 
part of a 22-member Congres 
sional leadership delegation 
observing Operation Desert 
Shield, Rep.

Honey Month Is 
Being Observed 
In September 


September has been declared 
National Honey Month by the 
National Honey Board, honor- 
ing the contributions of the 
nation’s honey bees. 

In Maryland, honey produc- 
tion is a growing business. 
There are 1,802 registered bee- 
keepers and 13,828 honey bee 
colonies in the state. Honey 
yields vary from 20 to 80 pounds 
per colony. In 1987, fewer than 
100 new honey-related products 
were introduced in major 
supermarkets; last year, 
nearly 200 new products con- 
taining honey made it to the 
grocery shelves. 

The honey bee also contrib 
uted to the health of Maryland 
agriculture. Crops pollinated by 
honey bees include apples, 
zucchini, cucumbers, melons, 
berries and lima beans. More- 
over, honey bees pollinate 
much of Maryland’s wood- 
lands and flower gardens. 

There are approximately 
211,600 beekeepers nationally, 
who tend more than four million 
beehives. Each spring, 
commercial beekeepers trans- 
port colonies to major agri- 
cultural areas where honey 
bees pollinate fruit, seed, 
and vegetable crops, providing 
increased yields and higher 
quality products. In the

Management Replaces Need For Corn Silage Preservatives 

Though preservatives and inoculants are sometimes used for 
ensiling corn silage, the increased value of the corn silage doesn’t 
usually warrant treatment. The high carbohydrate content of 
corn forage is usually sufficient in itself to produce a high quality 
feed if good management practices are followed. Such practices 
include harvesting the corn at the proper stage of maturity, filling 
the silo rapidly, and chopping short enough to ensure good 
packing (most particles should be about one-half inch in length). 
The ideal harvest stage is when the corn contains about 65% to 
70% moisture. That's when the corn kernel is in the early dent to 
black layer forming stage. 

The use of anhydrous ammonia to boost the crude protein 
content of corn silage to 12%, up from the normal 8% is a different 
matter. But anhydrous ammonia is an additive, not a 
preservative. To figure out whether this practice will pay, 
compare the cost of applying the recommended rate of seven 
pounds of anhydrous ammonia per ton of silage with the 
equivalent of 68 pounds of 44% soybean meal. In addition, 
anhydrous ammonia may retain more dry matter and energy in 
the silage and prolong its bunk life. 


Beef Production Tips 

TIME FOR FALL POUR-ON, September and early October 
is the time of year to use systemic pour-ons or spot ons to rid cows 
and other cattle of grubs and lice. These systemic materials 
should go on after heal fly season is over and before November 1. 
There are a number of good materials on the market. Pay your 
tMoney and take your choice, but do read the label before putting 
the materia! on the cattle. Follow instructions. 

ACORN POISONING, Acorns from Oak trees are responsible 
for a significant number of deaths of cattle nearly every fall in 
Maryland. Acorn poisoning generally deals its most severe blow 
in the month of September and in very early October. It seems 
that cattle like those newly fallen acorns. If you are grazing cattle 
in pasture with Oak trees and thus acorns, take proper 
precautions. Clinical signs are loss of appetite, listlessness, 
weakness, constipation early followed by diarrhea that may be 
dark colored or bloody and animals will appear bowed in the 
back. Animals get weaker and eventually go down. Affected 
animals may show yellow color, bloody urine and dehydration. 
There are no specific treatments for this condition other than 
rumen stimulants (mineral oil and the like) and fluids for 
dehydration. Treatment of downed animals is rarely successful 
while early treatment of cases is helpful. If possible, the rernoval 
of animals from the source of poisoning will greatly reduce the 
losses and increase the success rate of treatment. A preventative 
ration of 10% to 15% calcium hydroxide in a high protein feed is 
helpful. It may take about 4 pounds of this mix per day per cow 
and 2 pounds per day for younger animals. If acorn poisoning is a 
threat, cattle should perhaps be removed from the pasture with 
the Oak trees producing acorns or be fenced from these wooded 
acres.

Gregg, Sines 
File This Week 
As Write-Ins 


It was announced this week 
by incumbent District Three 
Garrett County Commissioner 
Ernest J. Gregg Jr. and by 
primary election candidate for 
District One Garrett County 
Commissioner, Russell Sines, 
that each would seek to over- 
turn the results of the recent 
election by conducting write-in 
campaigns 

Gregg’s recent loss in last 
week's primary to Brenda J 
Butscher (who garnered 1,575 
votes to Gregg’s 1,484) led to 
Gregg’s decision, which was 
prompted, he said, ‘‘by a great 
number of people, county-wide, 
encouraging me to conduct a 
write-in campaign." 

Gregg stated that, even 
though he accepted the results 
of the election, ‘‘there were ex- 
tenuating circumstances with 
the election process” that he 
felt unnecessarily led to his 
defeat. He explained that “a 
great outcry” had come from 
members of the Democratic 
Party, the Independent Party, 
and those citizens who felt that 
Gregg’s retention of his seat 
was inevitable, and so, hadn't 
bothered to vote 

He also reported being told by 
some of his constituents that, 
“If he could endure seven more 
weeks of campaigning, a 
number of people would be will- 
ing to perform the mechanics.”’ 
Basically, he was told to “Go 
for it,.”’ he said 

He stated, ‘‘There is a 
credibility problem with the op- 
ponent’s campaign and, 
although I will not conduct the 
same kind of campaign, I do in 
tend to deal head-on with the 
rumors and the distortion of 
facts.” 

He went on to say, ‘"This is not 
a sour grapes campaign. Even 
though I didn’t like the outcome 
of the primary, ! did accept it. It 
was because of the outpouring 
of encouragement I received 
that reflected Garrett County's 
desire to keep experienced 
leadership in office in these dif- 
ficult times that I made the 
decision to run.”’ 

District One candidate in the

32nd Rabies Case 
Confirmed By 
GC Health Dept. 


The Garrett County Health 
Department confirmed the 32nd 
rabies case in the county after 
examing a raccoon killed by a 
dog in McHenry 

The incident occurred at the 
Harold Kahl residence on 
Bumble Bee Road. The dog, 
who is the Kahl’s pet, killed the 
raccoon while the family was 
not at home. Upon their arrival, 
Mrs. Kahl petted the dog, not 
knowing about the animal's 
encounter with a rabid raccoon. 

After an examination, 
physicians determined that 
Mrs. Kahl would not have to 
undergo the post-exposure 
rabies treatment. The dog had 
been vaccinated against the 
disease and was given a 
booster. The pet will be watched 
for 90 days 

Garrett County Health 
Department Sanitarian, Tina 
Buckel, urged pet owners not to 
touch confined pets for two 
hours after a suspected rabies 
encounter. This time-span 
allows the virus to die if it is on 
the coat of the animal 

If persons need to handle 
their pets to confine them after 
an encounter, handlers should 
wear gloves and be extremely 
careful, Buckel said. After the 
animal is confined, it should not 
be handied in any way for two 


hours. 
Persons should also im- 
mediately contact Garrett 


County Central Alarm or the 
health department if rabies 
rhabdovirus) is suspected 

Ms. Buckel also stated that 
the health department does not 
handle live nuisance wild 
animals. She said that if 
persons are concerned about 
live animals’ behavior and sus- 
pect a problem, they should 
contact the Department of 
Natural Resources rather than 
the health department

No one has ever won a major county or state 
fice in Maryland via a write-in campaign; 
however, according to the Garrett County Board of 
Election Supervisors, at least five Maryland 
counties will have write-in candidates on the 
November ballot. Most of them involve incumbent 
officials who, like Gregg, lost by slim margins in the 
primary. This may be the year that a few of these 
candidates will make history by being elected 
From this situation one can draw a number of 
conclusions. It seems that too many incumbents 
were complacent about their positions and did not 
hit the campaign trail as they should have. Even 
Commissioner Gregg admitted that complacency, 
both by him and his supporters, was a factor in his 
defeat 
It also seems to indicate that those citizens who 
bothered to vote are dissatisfied with the status quo 
and believe it is time for a change. We wonder if this 
is the year that some of the long-time incumbents in 
Congress are also upset ‘n their bids for one more 
term 
The argument over whether or not all elected 
officials should be limited to a specific number of 
terms in office is also quite active right now. On the 
one hand, it seems that as long as an elected official 
continues to effectively serve his constituency, then 
the voters should have the right to continue to put 
him or her back into office. That’s the American 
way 
On the other hand, we believe we have a serious 
problem in Congress, where several incumbents 
have become legends and are returned to office year 
after year, regardless of their effectiveness. Again, 
it is true that the only way they are returned to office 
is by the voters, but the power of incumbency is 
mighty in terms of influence, control, and money 
They become entrenched that it is almost 
impossible to remove them, despite the calibre of 
their opponent and regardless of their own record in 
Congress. Much of the blame can also be directed 
toward the voters, who do not take the time to check 
their elected officials’ performance in office 
We limit the president of the United States to two 
terms in office. Yet we allow Congressmen to go for 
as many terms as they wish, even if they reach the 
point where they can’t find their own way to the 
bathroom

They Made Me Laugh

It was with much trepidation that I entered the work force at 
Garrett County Memorial Hospital as a nursing assistant some 20 
months age 

I had laid down my pen and put the dust cover on my 
typewriter to pursue a nursing career. I was certain God wanted 
me to dedicate my life to helping others 

As a reporter, I felt I had become too hardened to life — a life 
full of political scheming, crime and punishment, ill-prepared 
expansion and development of the county 

I never realized just how tough life really was until I joined 
the ranks of health care personnel. Never before had I 
experienced the physical, mental and spiritual weariness I had 
felt so many times at the hospital. If I learned nothing else, I 
learned the destiny of life and the eventuality of the end of life 
not to mention the heaven and hell in between. 

I digress. I have traded my ‘‘whites’’ and my rubber gloves 
for my pen once more, but I write now with a new perspective on 
life 

My friends at the hospital must be commended for their part 
in my growth as a human being 

I will never forget the first time I found a dead person in her 
hospital bed. I was in a state of shock and disbelief. I had talked 
with the little old lady just 10 minutes before. Two other very 
understanding assistants walked me through the procedure. They 
they let me cry and fall apart when it was all over. In no time at 
all they had me laughing again. When I expressed my guilt about 
laughing, they said simply, ‘‘Life goes on.” 

‘But I felt as if we should have all been praying for her,"’ I 
protested 

We all were,”’ they said 

I learned an important lesson that night. In the midst of all 
the business of life-saving techniques, there is always time for a 
silent prayer 

In time, I was finally granted my wish to enter the world of 
obstetrics. I was flying high with thoughts of rocking sweet 
imelling babies to sleep while happy mothers slept. It wasn't long 
till reality set in 

Reality reared its ugly head when a baby was born lifeless; 
when a mother didn't want her baby; when a mere child was 
having a baby herself; when | couidn’t anticipate the needs of a 
doctor or nurse 





But they, too, made me laugh. When they sensed I wasn’t 
coping they told me a funny story. When they saw my frustration 
with myself, they encouraged me. When they sensed my sorrow, 
they cried with me. When they witnessed my insecurity, they 
suddenly remembered the silly mistakes they had made 

Thank you, my dear friends. You've enriched my life more 
than you'll ever know. And my “pen and pencil” are more 
important to me now than they ever were. Perhaps my words will 
give as much comfort as your healing skills give others

This week, September 16-22, 
is Emergency Medical] Services 
Week, a nationally designated 
week geared to increase public 
awareness of the EMS system 
and provide the knowledge to 
prevent injuries. It is also a 
time to recognize the volunteers 
and professionals who treat 
medical emergencies 

‘Maryland EMS — A System 
Saving Lives by Design,’’ Mary- 


land’s theme for the week, 
focuses on the team that makes 
the system work, from 


dispatchers to prehospital care 
providers and emergency 
department personnel 

“The goal of EMS is to return 
a productive individual back 
into the work force,”’ said Bill 
Hardy, EMS prehospital care

The key to saving lives in an 
emergency is cooperation and 
coordination between all phases 
of Emergency Medical 
Services 

“The design of Maryland's

Training Levels 


Emergency Medical Technicians (EMTs) provide 
basic life support: patient assessment, oxygen adminis- 
tration, suctioning, lifting and moving patients, extrication, 
assisting childbirth, fracture stabilization and emergency 
care for bleeding, shock, heat and cold emergencies and 
burns. Training consists of 110 hours of classroom and skills 
instruction. Garrett County has 210 EMTs 

Cardiac Rescue Technicians (CRTs) receive at least 
160 hours of training beyond the EMT level. EMTs selected 
by their companies participate in the CRT training 


program, learning advanced life support skills such as 


heart monitoring, intravenous therapy, defibrillation and 
administration of some medications. Garrett County has 25 
CRTs 

Emergency Medical Technician-Paramedics (EMT- 
Ps) provide the highest level of prehospital care in Mary- 
land. EMT-Ps received more in-depth training in medical 
and trauma emergencies, administer a greater variety of 
drugs and perform endotracheal intubation. The training 
program covers 300 hours of instruction beyond the EMT 
level. Garrett County has 7 EMT-Ps 

To maintain certification at each level of training, per- 
sons must remain active in their ambulance service and 
attend continuing education sessions and recertification 
classes. CRTs and EMT-Ps must recertify every year, and 
EMTs every three years

The EMS chain of life begins 
with the person who either wit- 
the emergency or 
reaches the first 
Whether or not that person is 
medically trained, he or she is 
responsible for setting the EMS 
system in motion by dialing 911 
and giving important informa- 
tion including incident location 
and type of emergency. Without 
that initial call, the EMS sys- 
tem could not work

“It has to be 
designed or it won't work." The 
chain of life Ramsey referred to 
is the chain of human and physi- 
cal resources which makes up 
the EMS system 

“I think the design of the 
Maryland system as far as its 
training program and statewide 
emphasis on trauma centers is 
superior,’ Hardy said. “I don't 
think there's another state that 
can match us in that aspect.”

pany, as well as a rescue truck, 
police and fire apparatus if re- 
quired. The most obvious link is 
the trained ambulance crew, 
which arrives equipped to give 
the injured or ill person the best 
possible chance to survive 
From this point several vari- 
ables enter into the decision of 
where and how to transport the 
patient. The patient will either 
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be taken to the hospital by 
ambulance or by the Maryland 
State Police Med-Evac heli- 
copter based in Cumberland 
The helicopter is currently 
available from 7 a.m. to 3 a.m., 
and speeds up transports, 
traveling up to 201 miles an 
hour 

The next link in the chain of 
life is the hospital staff, first in 
the emergency department, 
and then in other areas of the 
hospital once the patient is 
Stabilized. Depending on what 
type of injuries the patient has 
the chain may lengthen to in- 
clude specialty hospitals such 
as a burn center or a trauma 
center and a rehabilitation 
hospital 

As in any chain, the EMS sys- 
tem is only as strong as its 
links. If any link does not hold 
up and do its part, the system 
fails. According to Ramsey, 
Maryland's EMS system is 
strong because there are no 
weak links 

The only major problem the 
Maryland EMS system faces is 
providing daytime ambulance 
coverage, and Garrett County is 
no exception. Because of 
changes in society which have 
created more and more two 
households, there are 
trained EMS personnel 
available during the day 

Many other jurisdictions have 

gone to paid Coverage during 

the day,"’ Ramsey said 

In Garrett County the first 
EMS personnel an injured 
person will see are volunteers 

They are men and women from 
the community who have been 
trained to provide medical care 
and transportation as either 
Emergency Medical Tech- 
nicians, Cardiac Rescue Tech- 
nicians, or Emergency Medical 
Technician-Paramedics. (See 
box for clarification of training 
levels. ) 

Volunteer EMTs, CRTs, and 
EMT-Ps provide the same 
emergency care as professional 
crews,” said Bill Shomo, EMT 
and second lieutenant of North- 
ern Garrett County Rescue 
Squad, ‘with an added sense of 
pride in knowing that they are 
helping friends and neighbors 
where paid personnel are not 
available.” 

Some volunteers, such as 
Hinebaugh, see the EMS sys- 
tem at work from several dif- 
ferent viewpoints. As well as 
being a rescue squad captain, 
he is an EMT-P and acting 
charge nurse of the Emergency 
Room at Garrett County Me- 
morial Hospital 

What keeps me involved in 
the EMS system is the gratifica- 
tion I get from being out there 
helping people in the com- 
munity,’ Hinebaugh said. But 
even the satisfaction of helping 
others may not be sufficient to 
draw enough people to keep an 
all volunteer system function- 
ing as the county population in- 
creases. 

“I think ultimately we will

have to consider paid services,” 
Ramsey said, “especially if 
we're talking about CRTs and 
EMT-Ps, but I don’t know how 
our tax base can support it.”’ 

The rescue squads in the area 
are actively seeking new mem- 
bers, especially anyone who 
could provide daytime cov- 
erage. ‘‘The people who are in 
there now are doing so much,” 
Ramsey said, “it’s hard on 
them. We need the help.” 

In Garrett County during 1989 
the rescue squads responded to 
a combined total of 2033 calls 

‘There are few things as re- 
warding or as satisfying in 
terms of immediate return as 
providing EMS care,’’ Ramsey

Student Record 
Policy Noted By 
Board Of Ed. 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education is required by its 
ywn policy and by Federal and 
State Law to annually 
eligible students and parents 
who have children attending 
public school of the policy regu- 
lating the handling of student 
records and the information 
contained within them 

The provisions of this policy 
are intended to preserve the 
right of students and parents to 
have full access to all official 
records about the students 
which are maintained by the 
Garrett County Public Schools; 
to have removed from these 
records any information about 
the student which is determined 
to be inaccurate or misleading; 
to enjoy confidentiality and pri- 
vacy in regard to the disclosure 
of information contained in 
those records to outside 
agencies; and to provide for 
efficient student records 
management 

Individual pupil records 
maintained by teachers or other 
school personnel under the pro- 
visions of this policy are to be 
confidential, and access to such 
records may be granted to pro- 
fessionals who are directly in- 
volved with the educational pro- 
cess of the individual student in 

a teaching, guidance/counsel- 
ing, or consulting situation

Criminal Charges Pending In Theft 


Of 630 Trees From Wildland 


It was recently announced 
that Maryland Department of 
Natura! Resources officials are 
still trying to decide if criminal 
charges should be levied 
against a local logger who 
allegedly stole a total of 630 
trees in approximately 35 acres 
of Savage River State Forest in 
late May 

The illegal cutting of those 
trees took place in the Pea 
Patch Ridge area, which 
recently was recommended as 
a possible site for the designa- 
tion of wildlands. 

According to Larry Maxim, 
Savage River State Forest 
manager, members of a group 


last meeting, as well as Dr

In the discussion about the 
activities, Board Member 
Charles Teets voiced his con- 
cern about incentives for young 
children, such as the promise of 
a toy if a child sells a certain 
amount.

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Health Officer Answers Common 
Questions On Flu, Announces Clinics 


Dr. Rex Archer, Garrett County Health Officer, states tha 


any serious complications from influenza type illnesses can be 
prevented if more persons were immunized with flu and 
pneumococcal vaccines. Below are common questions asked each 


year and answers by Dr. Archer 
Q. What is Influenza? 


A. Influenza, or ‘‘flu,"’ is a respiratory disease caused by a 


virus. There are two main types of influenza virus — A and B 


Each type includes many related viruses or strains, each slightly 


lifferent from the others. 
Q. How serious a disease is influenza? 


A. Influenza illnesses range from very mild to severe, 
depending upon such factors as the individual's susceptibility and 
general physical condition. Influenza can cause life threatening 
complications in high risk individuals or, rarely, in normally 


healthy individuals 
Q. Why are some people referred to as “high risk?” 
A. The risk of developing severe complications with influenza 


increases with age (particularly among those cases 65 years of 


age or older) or in individuals (of any age) with chronic medical 
conditions. The chronic conditions which present the greatest risk 
for serious complications or death from influenza are problems 
such as diabetes, diseases of the heart, lungs, or kidneys, severe 
anemia, or chronic illnesses (or medications) which lower the 
body's resistance to infection 

Q. How is influenza spread? 

A. Influenza spreads from person to person through droplets 
of moisture expelled into the air when a person with influenza 
sneezes, coughs, or talks. These droplets contain viruses which, 
when inhaled by other people, can cause infection in those who 
are susceptible. The incubation period for influenza (the length of 
time between a person's exposure to disease and actual 
development of symptoms) typically ranges from 1-3 days 

It has also been shown that influenza spreads very rapidly 
over great geographic distances 

Q. How is influenza diagnosed and treated? 
A. Usually, the diagnosis is based on the appearance of 
classic’ flu symptoms which include fever, chills, headache, 
cough, and sore and aching muscles in the back, arms, and legs 

There is no specific treatment, but bed rest, drinking more 
than usual amount of liquids, and taking pain relievers help 
reduce the discomfort of the illness 

Aspirin, however, should not be given to children or 
adolescents because of the risk of Reye syndrome. Because 
influenza is a viral illness, antibiotics are of no use except treat- 
ing bacterial complications such as pneumonia. One drug, 
amantadine hydrochloride, has been licensed for use and may 
prevent illness when given early after infection with type A 
influenza viruses. Amantadine is not effective against type B 
influenza 

Q. Every year there seems to be a new influenza virus going 
around, Why? 

4. The influenza viruses frequently change; thus from time to 
time, new strains of influenza virus appear. Epidemics then 
occur because people have not had previous exposure which 
would allow them to build up specific immunity (protection) 
against the new strain 

Q. What kind of vaccine is available for the 1990-91 season? 
A. Influenza vaccinations should be given annually. A 
trivalent (three strains), ‘killed virus” vaccine containing 
| A/Taiwan (HINI), A/Shanghai (H3N2), and B/Y Yamagata has 
t been produced for use in 1990-91. Persons nine years of age and 
polder will require only one dose. For maximum effectiveness, 
children under nine will require two doses of ‘‘split virus” vaccine 
about 1 month apart, unless they received influenza vaccine 
previously (in which case only one current dose is needed) 
Q. Who should receive influenza vaccine? 
\. To maximize protection of those at high risk of developing 
‘ complications from influenza, both the persons at risk and their 
‘close contacts should be vaccinated. This includes (but is not 
limited to) 

*Persons aged 65 years and older; 

*Residents of nursing homes and other chronic-care facilities 
housing persons of any age with chronic medical conditions; 

“Adults and children with chronic disorders, especially 
pulmonary and cardiovascular disorders, including children with 
asthma 

“Adults and children who have required regular medical 
follow-up or hospitalization during the preceding year because of 
metabolic or renal disease, hemogloginopathies 
immunosuppression (including HIV infection) ; 

*Children and teenagers receiving long-term aspirin 
therapy 

*Those proving care to high-risk individuals, including health 
care givers; and 


or 


*Household members of high-risk persons 


Q. How safe is the influenza vaccine? 

A. Vaccines in recent years have been associated with only a 
few reactions. Inactivated influenza vaccine should not be given 
to persons known to have anaphylactic hypersensitivity to eggs (a 
very severe allergic reaction). Some people may have a sore arm 
for one or two days. Others may have fever, chills, headache or 
muscle aches within the first 48 hours after vaccination. 
However, it is important to remember that you cannot get 
infectious influenza from this vaccine 

The vaccine is safe for pregnant women, and such women 
should be vaccinated if they belong to any of the high-risk groups. 

Q. Where can I get the vaccine? 

A. This year the health department will be cooperating with 
the Area Agency on Aging in providing the clinics at Senior 
Citizen Meal Centers and other community locations throughout 
Garrett County

3 cups water 

1 beef-flavored bouillon cube 

2 chicken-flavored bouillon cubes 

1 bay leaf 

1/8 teaspoon dried thyme leaf 

% teaspoon paprika 

1 cup frozen broccoil, cauliflower and carrot

1 large romaine-lettuce, Swiss-chard or spinach leaf 

In a medium saucepan, combine water, bouillon 

cubes, bay leaf, thyme and paprika.

Preheat oven to 350°F. Grease and flour two 

9-inch round cake pans. In large bowl, with mixer at 
medium speed, beat eggs, oil, and sugar. Reduce 
speed to low, beat in flour, baking soda, cinnamon, 
and salt. With spoon, stir in carrots, raisins, walnuts, 
and vanilla. Pour batter into pans. Bake 35 minutes, 
or until toothpick inserted into center comes out 
clean. Cool layers in pans on wire racks 10 minutes. 
Remove from pans, cool completely on racks. When 
layers are cool, prepare Cream-Cheese Frosting, use 
to fill and frost layers. To garnish, pat chopped 
walnuts onto side of cake. Keep cake refrigerated 
until ready to serve. 

Cream-Cheese Frosting: In small bowl, with mixer at 
low speed, beat two 3-ounce packages cream cheese, 
softened, with 1 tablespoon milk and 1 teaspoon 
vanilla extract just until smooth. Gradually beat in 
one 16-ounce package confectioners’ sugar.

A bill to restrict gasoline 
price gouging and other profi- 
teering was introduced last 
week in the U.S. Senate and the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
Responding to gasoline price 
hikes following Iraq's invasion 
of Kuwait, the National Emer- 
gency Anti-Profiteering Act of 
1990 would give the President 
the power to declare a national 
economic emergency and im- 
pose civil and criminal 
penalties for price gouging on 
essential commodities. Senator 
Barbara A. Mikulski (D-MD), 
who cosponsored the bill, noted 
that “within hours of Iraq's 
assault on Kuwait, oil com- 
panies were raiding American 
pocketbooks 

If you are stealing from the 
American people,’’ Senator 
Mikulski whether you 
use a gas pump or a gun, you 
ought to do hard time.” She 
went on to call for ‘economic 
patriotism” from the private 
sector, saying that ‘‘we drew a 
line in the sand to protect 
American lives and hostages, 
and we should draw a line in the 
law to protect our own pocket- 
books."’ 

Introduced by Senator Joseph

In an effort to combat drug 
abuse among children, the 
nationally acclaimed D.A.R.E 
(Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education) program has been 
added to the agenda of the Gar- 
rett County Sheriff's Office 

Deputies Randy Shaffer and 
Randy Sines have recently com- 
pleted 80 hours of specialized 
training and are now certified 
to teach the D.A.R.E. program, 
which instructs elementary 
school students how to refuse 
drugs and alcohol. The officers 
will go into sixth grade class- 
rooms every week for 17 weeks 
to complete the course 

D.A.R.E. lessons focus on 
four major areas: providing ac- 
curate information about alco- 
hol and drugs, teaching stu- 
dents decision-making skills, 
showing them how to resist peer 
pressure, and giving them ideas 
for alternatives to drug use 

The D.A.R.E. program is 
designed to be taught by street- 
wise police officers who have 
seen how drugs and alcohol can 
destroy lives and who can 
answer students’ questions, 
based on their training and 
experience 

In addition to being experi- 
enced police officers, Sines and 
Shaffer were instructed in 
teaching techniques, elemen- 
tary school operations, the use

Trees & Shrubs 

Now is the recommended time to plant or transplant trees 
and shrubs. This is because woody plants put forth active root 
growth in the fall until soil temperatures drop below 40 degrees F 
Deciduous plants may be successfully planted or transplanted 
through October. The winter dormancy gives newly planted 
trees and shrubs a chance to become established before next 
summer. Evergreens should be transplanted early in the fall so 
they have enough time to get.their roots established for winter 
When selecting shade trees ff@m a nursery, look for a quality 
specimen. A quality shade tree will have a central leader that is 
straight without narrow branch angles and foliage that is normal 
in size with good color. When selecting container grown stock 
avoid trees and shrubs that are too large for their containers 
Often they are severely pot bound with twisted roots that may 
later become girdling roots. Loosen and cut free roots of 
container grown stock. This is done by making several shallow 
cuts down the side of the root ball and across the bottom. Spread 
the roots open to encourage outward growth. Balled and 
burlapped stock does not require this treatment. The cord and 
burlap, however, should be cut loose when the plant is set in 
position. Wire baskets often used on larger trees should also be 
cut after the tree is placed into the planting hole. The staking and 
tieing of newly planted trees is no longer recommended 
Research has shown that moderate trunk movement stimulates 
root growth into the surrounding soil. Occasionally a tree planted 
in a very windy site may require loose bracing to hold the tree 
straight until the roots grow out and the root ball has settled 

Beef Management Tips 

July 1 report shows little change in cattle numbers. All cattle 
and calves in the United States of July 1, 1990 totalled 108.9 million 
head, virtually unchanged from the July 1 level of both a year ago 
and two years ago according to the USDA Ag Statistics Board 
This is the second consecutive year that the inventory level has 
shown a small increase in number. All cows and heifers that have 
calved at 44.4 million were up fractionally from the 44.3 million on 
both July 1, 1989 and 1988. Beef cows at 34.3 million were up 
slightly from July 1, 1989 and up 1% from July 1988. Milk cows at 
10.1 million were unchanged from July 1, 1989 but 1% below two 
years ago. Beef replacement heifers at 5.2 million were up 4% 
over 1989 and 8% over 1988. Milk replacement heifers at 4.3 
million are down 4% from a year ago. Steers weighing 500 lbs. and 
over at 14.7 million are down 1% over 1989 and 1988 levels. Calves 
under 500 Ibs. at 30.8 million are down fractionally compared with 
1989 and down 1% compared with 1988. The only significant 
change that would affect beef cattle producers is that some 
heifers have been retained over the past two years so we will see 
some buildup in beef cow numbers, but it does appear that it will 
be fairly slow

I had to laugh recently as I picked up the morning paper and 
saw the headline, ‘Super Salesman Schaefer Off on Selling Trip 
to Far East.’’ Probably without realizing it or meaning to, the 
morning headline writer had composed a pretty good description 
of just what this job of governor is all about — selling, selling, 
selling this great state of ours 

Gubernatorial salesmanship comes in many forms, some 
direct and others more subtle. Sometimes it is as simple as a 
meeting with the local Chamber of Commerce or Rotary Club to 
encourage them to support relocation of a new business in their 
region. Sometimes it involves pulling together a task force or a 
commission to devise new policies or projects to improve the 
quality of life for our citizens. Other times, it is as strenuous and 
as demanding as our recent 7-day trip to Taiwan and Hong Kong 

There was no subtlety about this trip. We went to the Far East 
to promote Maryland products, Maryland businesses, and Mary- 
land's port. We met with representatives of several international 
shipping lines and hosted a series of meetings with leading finan- 
cial investors. We visited the China steel corporation 
Kaohsiung, Taiwan, one of the world’s largest steel producers 
We also talked with top economic and political leaders to alert 
them to new opportunities for trade with Maryland 

As any salesman will tell you, one of the best parts of the job 
is when, after months and sometimes years of work, you finally 
make that sale. The highlight of this trip for me was the visit to 
Evergreen Marine Corporation in Taiwan where we witnessed the 
signing of a 3-year lease between Evergreen and the Port of Balti- 
more for the use of the port’s brand new Seagirt Marine 
Terminal 

Under the direction of Chairman Y.F. Chang, Evergreen has 
developed a much-deserved reputation as a leader in the mari- 
time industry. In shipping circles, Evergreen is considered a 
trend-setter, and their decision to come to Seagirt sends a very 
important message to others considering future leases with the 
port 

As always, I return to Maryland from these sales trips with 
new insights into the way we market our state and the challenges 
we face. And in spite of all the business calls and the meetings, | 
seem to come hore with the clearest impressions of the ordinary 
peopie we have met 

In Taiwan, my main impression was one of activity. Every 
where we went, we saw people working. The Far East is a place of 
incredible activity and enterprise. The people we met were the 
most enterprising I have ever seen. The message I brought home 


was very direct. There are many societies and countries in 
today’s world which are actively working to compete with us and 
a better, cheaper job of producing the products and services 


we market 

That's the challenge I see. We must renew our own spirit of 
ompetitiveness and enterpreneurship if we are to succeed in the 
global economy. We must upgrade our educational system and

system and rebuild our roads and highways. In other words, we 
must use every tool we can to build an efficient, competitive, and 
growing economy which will carry us into the next century

The Garrett County Board of 
Commissioners this week heard 
concerns from various Garrett 
County agency heads over 
reported census count shortfalls 
that could result in a significant 
loss of grant monies and other 
funding to county agencies. 

Garrett County Planning and 
Zoning Commission Director 
John Nelson reported that the 
preliminary census count for 
Garrett County is 27,689 which, 
he said, is subject to change 
pending the results of a local 
review by the Planning Com- 
mission 

The county, he said, as well as 
the state, is currently con- 
testing several ‘block counts” 
and is still awaiting word from 
the U.S. Census Bureau on how 
to implement the procedure for 
contesting a count 

Nelson noted that a 1988 study 
by the Maryland State Planning 
Commission had estimated the 
projected population for Gar- 
rett County to be 28,200 in 1990

Frostburg State To Host Maryland 
State Sports Festival Through '95 


Calling Frostburg State 
University and Western Mary- 
land the ‘Amateur Sports Capi- 
tol of the State of Maryland,” 
FSU President Herb F. Rein- 
hard announced during a press 
conference Tuesday that the 
annual Maryland State Games 
and Sports Festival will return 
to the FSU campus and various 
local venues on an exclusive 
basis through 1995. Maryland 
State Games President James 
Narron told reporters that this 
first-ever long term com- 
mitment in the seven-year 
history of the games ‘‘fulfilled a 
personal dream. We’re proud to 
be back for five years,”’ he said 

Narron indicated that games 
officials and those athletes who 
participated in last year's 
games hosted by FSU had 
evaluated the University's per- 
formance as being the best in 
the Games’ history. Recogniz- 
ing several FSU employees 
seated in the conference room, 
Narron said the work of such 
people and the unique atmos- 
phere of Western Maryland 
made the Foundation's choice 
to return an easy one 

President Reinhard said the 
University agreed to cooperate 
with the Foundation to seek 
sources of outside funding for 
the Games, primarily from 
corporations and private 
donors, and that the University 
would aid in working with state 
officials and legislators for 
Games funding. Dr. Reinhard 





reported that the economic 
impact trom ine Games Lotaied 
between $3.5-$4 million on an 
annual basis, and that the sum 
could increase as the size of the 
games increased over the next 
five years. 

The President said the 
University would provide an 
office for the State Games in the 
Administration Building and 
that the Festival ‘will get 
bigger, and it will get better.” 

Both Narron and Reinhard 
indicated that the Games 
format may be enlarged as 
early as 1992 to include a full 
week of activities 

In a related note, Narron said 
he had submitted a proposal to 
the U.S. Olympic Committee to 
consider Maryland as the site of 
future U.S. Olympic Festivals, 
and that he had included 
Western Maryland in a 

separate proposal for the State 

to host several events for the 

1996 Olympics, scheduled to 

take place in Atlanta.

In 1967, the U.S. Department of Labor developed the 

Consumer Price Index,”’ abbreviated the CPI, to show the year 
by year changes in the ‘‘cost of living’’ for the average American 
family. It set the CPI at 100.0 in 1967. Inflation is the percent 
change in the CPI for each year. Ten years prior to 1967, inflation 
was averaging 1.7% per year. From 1913 to 1967, including two 
World Wars, the average annual inflation rate was only 2.7% per 
year 

By 1972, the CPI had gone to 125.3 at 4.6% per year, (see 
attached up-dated graph sheet). Due to annual ““COLAs”, cost of 
living adjustments, the CPI had gone to 272.4, reaching this figure 
in 1981. Prices had increased 217.4% in just 9 years, at an average 
inflation rate of 9.0% per year. Note the graph sheet. 

This 217.4% price increase put American made commodities 
out of the reach of many American citizens, and completely off 
possible foreign markets. In 1982 cheaper foreign imports began 
flooding the American markets and curtailing American 
production. This put many millions of American workers out of 
production jobs and into sales and service jobs, or no jobs at all 

In just 20 years, 1970-1990, we had gone from the most 
productive nation in the whole wide world, down to a low 
productivity nation, providing sales and service for products 
made in and imported from foreign countries. And, in just 20 
years! All due to the advanced stage of unionitis here in the 
US.A.! 

As the graph will show, inflation dropped from 9.0% in 1981, 
down 6.1% in 1982, and has averaged around 3.8% since then 
Compare this 1.7% for the 10 years prior to 1967. Unionitis, by 
means of COLAs is largely responsible for our persistent high 
inflation rates 

Is there any cure for unionitis? Yes, there is. But it is not 
going to be quick and easy. Here are several proposals 

1. Break the unionitis grip on our federal government and our 
economy, by putting all major units under the anti-monopoly 
provisions of the original Sherman Anti-Trust Act of 1890, before 
it was modified by questionable court decision after 1890. The 
unmodified Act would limit group activities to within State

2. Apply the anti-monopoly principle of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act to individual financiers, banks, S&Ls, and other financial 
institutions, so that no one could own or control more than 10%, of 
the total financial resources of our country 

3. Apply the anti-monopoly principle of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act, to business and industry, so that no one business or industry 
could own or control more than 10% the total business and 
industrial resources of our country 

4. Eliminate monopolistic term-after-term re-elections of 
members of Congress and the time and money spent on such re- 
elections 

a. Limit Senators to one 6-year term 

b. Limit Representatives to one 6-year term 

The time spent on re-election campaigning could be better 
spent on legislation toward solving our political and economic 
problems, and our social ailments 

Let us all strive to conquor ‘‘Unionitis’”’ and “‘Monopolitis,”’ 
and return our great country back to a true democracy, as 
described by President Abraham Lincoln in his famous 
Gettysburg Address in 1863: *‘Government of the People, By the 
People, For the People." 

Of course greed, an insatiable desire for more than one needs 
or deserves, is the driving force behind all the above ‘‘ailments.”’ 
Can we successfully limit it to acceptable levels? The above 
proposals should make a good start

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TOMATOES 


A Garden Classic _ 


DOUBLE-ZAPPED TOMATO SHELLS 

‘2 pound pasta shells 
2 tablespoons unsalted butter 
3 sun-dried tomatoes, cut into thin slivers 
1 large fresh tomato, peeled, seeded, diced 
3 tablespoons plain yogurt 
2 tablespoons freshly grated Parmesan cheese 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Cook the shells in boiling salted water until 
tender, 3 minutes for fresh, longer for packaged. 
Drain. Melt the butter in a medium saucepan over low 
heat. Stir in the pasta, dried tomatoes, fresh tomato, 
yogurt, and Parmesan cheese. Add salt and pepper to 
taste. Serve immediately. Serves 4. 





There are two ways to dry a tomato. The first 
(baked) method requires any conventional home 
oven with a thermometer setting of 150°F. and a nylon 
screen drying tray. That’s all. A drying tray may be 
improvised of nylon window screening stretched and 
stapled over a picture frame. Never use metal 
screening, however. The combined acids in the 
tomatoes and the metal’s surface could cause the 
dried tomatoes to become toxic. 

Tomatoes to be dried should be sliced thin 
(vertically), laid on the tray, and placed in the 
150°F. oven initially for 3 hours. Then the heat 
should be lowered to 130°F. until the tomatoes are dry 
(approximately 2 to 3 hours longer). Dried tomatoes 
will be tough-to-crisp in texture. Note that super- 
acidic tomatoes should be steam-blanched whole for 
approximately 3 minutes prior to slicing. 

The second (old-fashioned) method is to dry 
tomatoes in the sun. This cannot be done except on a 
very hot day. Slice (and/or steam-blanch) the 
tomatoes as directed above. Place the thin slices on a 
large unpainted board (plywood will do nicely). Care 
should be taken to slant the bord slightly so any 
surplus tomato juices will run off. Salt the tomatoes 
well. Prop the board agains the side of a wall (or a 
back porch step) so the surface will reflect heat onto 
the tomatoes. Place a layer of cheesecloth or 
mosquito netting over the drying tomatoes to keep 
insects off. When the tomatoes shrivel completely and 
are firm to the touch, they are sun-dried. Brush off 
excess salt before storage. 

Store both oven-dried and sun-dried tomatoes in 
sterile dry jars and seal for keeping. Dried tomatoes 
may also be kept in olive oil, as the Italians do.

Place the chicken breast in a medium saucepan 
and add enough chicken broth to cover. Heat to 
boiling; reduce the heat. Simmer, covered, until 
tender, about 12 minutes. Remove the chicken breast 
and allow it to cool. Cut it into strips and set aside. 
Reserve broth for use at another time. Heat the oil in 
a large saucepan over medium heat. Add the onion, 
saute until golden. Add the mushrooms, cook, tossing 
gently, 2 minutes. Stir in 8 tablespoons of the butter, 
the prosciutto, and the tomatoes. Cook 6 minutes. Stir 
in the chicken and cream. Heat to boiling, reduce the 
heat to low. Add the nutmeg, and salt and pepper to 
taste. Keep warm over low heat. Meanwhile, cook the 
fettucine in boiling salted water until just tender, 
about 2 minutes for fresh, longer for packaged. Drain. 
Return the noodles to the saucepan and toss with the 
remaining 1 tablespoon butter. Toss the fettuccine 
into the chicken-prosciutto mixture. Serve with 
Parmesan cheese on the side. Yield: 4 servings. 


PASTA SHELLS WITH MARINATED TOMATOES 
6 plum tomatoes, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

‘2 yellow or red sweet pepper, seeded, diced 
2 tablespoons roughly chopped fresh basil 

‘2 cup olive oil 
1 teaspoon salt 
‘4 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 
1 pound pasta shells (penne or rigatoni) 
8 ounces mozzarella cheese, grated

2 medium tomatoes (about '2 pound) 
Salt 
2 large fresh shiitake mushrooms, chopped (about 1 

cup) 
1‘2 teaspoons lemon juice 
1 tablespoon unsalted butter 
1 shallot, minced 
1 tablespoon chopped fresh basil 
1 teaspoon chopped fresh parsley 
4o teaspoon sugar 
4 teaspoons heavy or whipping cream 
1 egg yolk 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
2 tablespoons freshly grated Parmesan cheese 

Cut the tomatoes in half crosswise. Gently 

squeeze out the seeds. Scoop out the pulp with a spoon, 
chop it and reserve. Sprinkle each half with salt and 
turn them upside down on paper towels. Let stand 30 
minutes. Preheat the oven to 400°F. Sprinkle the 
mushrooms with the lemon juice. Melt the butter in a 
medium skillet over medium heat. Stir in the 
mushrooms, saute 1 minute. Add the shallot, saute 
until golden, about 5 minutes longer. Stir in the 
tomato pulp, herbs, and sugar. Continue to cook until 
the mixture thickens, about 10 minutes. Reduce the 
heat to low. Lightly beat the cream with the egg yolk 
Stir this into the mushroom mixture. Cook until 
warmed through, do not boil. Add salt and pepper to 
taste. Place the tomato halves in a shallow baking 
dish. Fill each with some of the mushroom mixture 
and sprinkle with Parmesan cheese. Bake until 
lightly browned, about 20 minutes. Serves 4 


BAKED HERBED TOMATOES 
4 medium tomatoes (about 1 pound) 
Salt 
1 large shallot, minced 
1 large clove garlic, minced 
12 teaspoon anchovy paste 
2 tablespoons unsalted butter, melted 
2 tablespoons finely chopped fresh parsley 
2 tablespoons finely chopped fresh basil 
1 teaspoon chopped fresh thyme, or ‘4 teaspoon 
dried 

1 cup fresh bread crumbs 
Freshly ground pepper 

Cut the tomatoes in half crosswise. Gently 
squeeze out the seeds. Sprinkle each half with salt and 
turn upside down on paper towels.

In Maryland 
Say State Police 


Crime in Maryland increased 
Six percent during the first six 
months of 1990, according to a 
Uniform Crime _ Report 
prepared by the Maryland State 
Police Central Records Divi- 
sion. The 1990 January, through 
June crime report lists 129,474 
offenses reported by law 
enforcement agencies state- 
wide, compared with 122,049 of- 


fenses reported during the 
same period in 1989 
“The violent crimes of 


murder, forcible rape, robbery 
and aggravated assault as a 
group increased 13 percent,” 
said John Vespa of the Uniform 
Crime Reporting Section 

Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service broad- 
cast, property 
crimes also increased during 
the first half of the year. “The 
property offenses of breaking 
and entering, larceny, and 
motor vehicle theft increased 
five percent,"’ added Vespa 

The preliminary crime 
reports lists 240 murders in 
Maryland during the first six 
months of 1990 representing a 
one percent decrease from the 
243 murders reported during 
the same period in 1989

Frosted Corn Dilemma 

Most of our field corn in the county was not ready for the 
killing frost we had last week. In fact, a good bit of the corn was 
still in the dough stage or very early dent. From my past 
experiences, once corn is frosted, the maturity process almost 
comes to a halt. This presents a serious problem to those of you 
who were after picking corn or high moisture corn. Picking corn 
should have a moisture content between 15-20%, 15%, being ideal 
High moisture shelled corn should have a moisture content 
between 25-30%, with the outer limits of 22-35%. High moisture ear 
corn should have a moisture content of 27-35%, with outside limits 
of 25-40%, 

Most corn kernels continue to accumulate nutrients until they 
have reached 35% moisture. The presence of a black layer close 
to the tip of the kernel just under the outer layer is a sign of 
physiological maturity. If the kernel moisture is below 25%, the 
corn may not ferment and molding cannot occur. I believe most of 
you will not have to worry about being too dry. Corn stored above 
the recommended moisture levels may ferment satisfactorily but 
may present special problems, such as bridging and freezing 
also, a reduced dry matter intake by livestock

Supplies Of Lean Beef Increase : 


After Given “‘Select’’ Grade Name 


Consumers who eat leaner 
beef must be happy because 
there is a lot more of it on the 
grocery shelves, according to a 
marketing analyst with the U.S 
Department of Agriculture 
Much of the increase 
happened since USDA replaced 
the 60-year-old ‘USDA Good’ 
label with the new ‘USDA 
Select’ quality grade standard 
two years ago,"’ according to 
Dr. Jimmy Wise, of USDA's 
Agricultural Marketing Serv- 
ice 
Since USDA responded to con- 
sumer and industry group peti- 
tions for the name change in 
November 1987, the amount of 
officially graded leaner beef 
has increased by more than 700 
percent 


Concumer told ue ther 


has 


wanted a more positive decrip- 
tion of leaner meat available in 
grocery stores, and they got it,”’ 
said Wise 

Nutrition-conscious con- 
sumers who wanted the name 
change maintained that the 
Good" label misled buyers 
into thinking meat was 
mediocre. When the “Good” 
grade was first established in 
the 1920s, it described the 
amount of fat or marbling in a 
cut of meat. Nowadays, less fat 
is considered by nutritionists to 
be more healthy, and leaner 
meat is better for you than just 
plain ‘“‘Good’’ sounds, con- 
sumers told USDA 

Wise said the name change 
was important because it was a 
cooperative effort to change 
standards and was supported 
by consumer, health and indus- 
try groups, as well as the fed- 


eral government. In June 1986

European Farmers 
Pushed Toward 


“Green” Agriculture 


European agriculture is going 
“green"’ because of public pres- 
sure to clean up the environ- 
ment and slow down the pace of 
agricultural abuse of soil and 
water 

That was the message from 
Brian Gardner and others 
attending a conference in 
Indianapolis in collaboration 
with both Indiana and Purdue 
universities, put on by the re- 
nowned Hudson Institute 

Gardner is the director of the 
European Community's (EC) 
policy analysis. He and others 
noted that Western Europe 
simply has too many people on 
too little land and the agri- 
culture which has been 
developed and expanded now 
must be curtailed if the environ- 
mental stress on the continent is 
to be alleviated 

He said the biggest agri- 
cultural expansion under EC 
subsidy policies had occurred in 
northern Italy, Germany and 
northern France in response to 
demands for better food in 
greater quantities 

In the process, farming in 
Europe has become more effi- 
cient but the impact on the 
environment is causing wide- 
spread concern and a counter- 
action. Over half of all tilled 
lands in Europe are now in 
farms of less than 125 acres, 
highly mechanized to use every 
inch of land including marshes, 
woodlands and hedgerows that 
once were the conservation 
shield for Europe's countryside 

Dr. Ann Sorenson, environ- 
mental and science specialist 
for the American Farm Bureau, 
recently reported from the 
Hudson Institute meeting that 
‘livestock waste disposal rates 
on most densely populated 
areas in Europe contain three to 
four times the maximum 
acceptable concentration for 
nitrogen and, in the worst 
areas, the nitrogen surplus is 
estimated to be 10 times the 
quantity that plants can absorb 

Large surpluses of phos- 
phate and potash also are show- 
ing up. Currently, the average 
application rate is 90 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre. In the more 
intensively farmed areas, re- 
searchers suspect farmers may 
be using as much as 360 pounds

Farmed Wetlands 
Deregulated By 
DNR Secretary 


A week after the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers announced 
ita decision not to regulate some 
wetlands now in farmland, 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Secretary 
Dr. Torrey C. Brown stated this 
week that Maryland policy will 
follow suit, reportedly freeing 
up as much as 75 percent (or ap- 
proximately 750,000 acres) of 
inland non-tidal wetlands in 
Maryland cropland 

This action will result in 
development of those acres no 
longer being subjected to 
special permits from either the 
State or the local level 

The decision, according to 
Brown, was based on the fact 
that, although non-tidal 
wetlande play 
in the health of the Chesapeake 
Bay, some wetlands are of 
lesser ecological importance 
because they are virtually dry 
most of the time and have been 
altered, over the years, by 
farming 

Specifically, the deregulation 
of non-tidal wetlands applies to 
that acreage that has been 
farmed since before December, 
1985. According to reports, 
those croplands can now be 
developed within a five-year 
period after the time it has been 
discontinued as cropland. After 
that time, the acreage would 
convert back to wetland status 
and, as such, would be subject 
to U Army Corps of 
Engineers regulations 

I see the regulations getting 
more lenient,” stated Garrett 
€ounty Extension Agent Jim 
Simms. He also noted that the 
wetland designation ‘‘Knocks 
the market value of that land 
down to almost nothing.” 

Pressure has reportedly 
come from farmers and rural 
county legislators who had ex- 
pressed that too much of their 
land was being kept from 
development by the regula- 
tions, but environmental groups 
are critical of the action, claim- 
ing that Maryland's inland 
wetlands are much more impor- 
tant to the earth’s bodies of 
water than those located in the 
midwestern United States 
because of its terrain and its 
relationship to the numerous 
bodies of water in the state 

Most experts acknowledge 
that, although the fear of too 
many wetlands being 
deregulated may be sound, the 
relationship between farmed 
wetlands and the bay is still too 
difficult to ascertain because of 
the complexities of the bay 

Dr. Brown reportedly in- 
dicated that true wetlands 
would remain under the protec- 
tion of regulations 

It was also noted that Brown 
met with Maryland Governor 
William Donald Schaefer this 
week to request an additional 20 
positions be funded to enforce 
the wetlands protection law 
even though a hiring freeze is 
currently in effect because of 


budgetary reasons

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The Mind Wanders 


Gentle Reminder 
By Mary Sincell McEwen 


Several months ago, I half-listened to a report on ‘The 
Morning Edition"’ on National Public Radio (NPR). The news- 
caster told of a strange phenomenon happening in some of the 
wheatfields of England. He explained how the wheat was being 
bent down in certain spots, forming various circular patterns, 
which ranged in size anywhere from a few feet across to four or 
five times that. There were no clues as to what was making these 
designs, although the tabloids were vigorously touting the idea of 
extra-terrestrials. According to the NPR person, the phenomenon 
was generally thought of as some sort of hoax. 

I went on to work that morning, thinking only a little about the 
mysterious circles. 

However, as I have heard more and more information on 
these ‘circles in the wheat,” I find myself quite occupied with 
thoughts about them, feeling a mixture of perplexity and sheer 
delight as more and more theories by laymen and scientists alike 
are soundly disproved. 

The most recent report I sat riveted to was on ABC’s 20/20 
Several of the fascinating designs were captured on film, some 
appearing, literally overnight, while the reporter was quite near 

In some of the patterns, a large circle is outlined by a ring of 
more flattened wheat, or connected to another circle by a straight 
line. Sometimes four small circles will form a square, connected 
with lines. The spectacles are perfectly geometric, yet chillingly 
artistic. 

There are some facts about the rings, albeit few. For in- 
stance, the occurrences of the wheat rings have been highly con- 
centrated within a 50-mile radius of Stonehenge, the famous ring 
of monolithic stone slabs, built centuries ago by people who tech- 
nically should not have been able to build such a structure 
Although Stonehenge is the best known and most-intact, there 
are, interestingly enough, several more ancient stone circles in 
the same area as Stonehenge and the current wheat phenomenon 

A theory was voiced on 20/20 — could these circles have ap- 
peared in ancient times, prompting curious yet reverent people to 
build monuments and worship the supposed deity responsible? 

More down-to-earth facts concern the wheat itself. Although 
the stalks have been “‘pushed"’ until they are almost completely 
horizontal, the wheat has not been damaged in any way and con- 
tinues to grow. Stranger yet, according to one report, the actual 
molecular structure of the flattened wheat is different from the 
standing stalks, apparently altered in the curious process 

When I was explaining the events to my nearly 12-year-old 
nephew, he was immediately skeptical 

Someone's just out there pushing it down at night,"’ he said 
Someone ought to stay up all night and just watch for it to 
happen.” 

I quickly informed him that folks are already at it, and even 
have a name: crop watchers. These people do indeed sit up all 
night, armed with night-time cameras, microphones, and other 
tracking devices, waiting for even a small sign from the field 
They have yet to see any 

And as far as ‘‘someone’s just out there pushing it down” 
well, that has been tried, too. Those attempting to imitate the 
designs have ended up with a pattern only slightly similar, as well 
as a lot of mangled and crushed wheat. No one has been able to 
create an imitation that is even close to the real thing 

Theories have been as many and varied as one can imagine, 
ranging from ‘a wild boar running amok” to an unknown wind 
pattern in which a “ball of air’’ descends to the earth, spins, and 
then dissipates 

The 20/20 reporter said he almost swallowed this wind idea, 
until he spent an entire night with the ‘crop watchers.”’ He inter- 
viewed then on film, and kept his eye on the field all night, seeing 
nothing, only to discover in the morning that the most intricate of 
all the designs to date — absolutely not made by wind — had been 
created in the very next field. To me, this episode seemed almost 
whimsically planned 

As far as theories, I do have my own, although it’s not so 
much a theory as it is a sense or feeling about the phenomenon. As 
remote as it may seem, I do feel a connection between the circles 
and our world situation 

As the tension mounts in the Persian Gulf, as we slash and 
burn our rain forests, as species after species of animals and 
plants become extinct, what better way could there be to nudge us 
humans, ever so gently? To grasp our attention in these turbulent 
times and remind us that we are not the only living beings on this 
earth 

As the circles in the wheat appear again and again, I enjoy to 
the fullest the fact that scientists are stumped by them again and 
again. Perhaps something is suggesting to us that although we 
are wonderfully intelligent and capable beings, we simply do not 
know all the answers — we do not always know ‘“‘what’s best”’ for 
our world. We're here, the other animals and plants are here, all 
sharing this little globe of life 

Sometimes I think the circles in the wheat should be head- 
lined first in newscasts — a possible message to us all to mind 
what we do, and to cherish our Earth

Mikulski Requests 
Extension Of Duck 


Hunting Season 


Senator Barbara A 
Mikulski (D-Md.) has asked 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service to extend the number 
of duck hunting days in Mary- 
land from 30 to 34. Citing "blue" 
laws in Maryland which pro- 
hibit hunting on Sundays, 
Mikulski called the extension 
a basic matter of fairness. 

"While hunters in other 
states get the full 30 days to 
hunt,” said Mikulski, "hunters 
in Maryland must skip at least 
four Sundays. That means that 
Maryland hunters get 26 days 
at most, instead of the 30 days 
the that regulations intend.” 

In a letter to the US. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, Mikulski 
supported a plan suggesting that 
Maryland hunters be given a 
34-day duck hunting season. 
The proposal was developed 
by the Atlantic Flyway Coun- 
cil. 

Mikulski added that she 
hopes for a quick response from 
the Fish and Wildlife Service.

Why does mental health care rate so low on insurance bene- 
ts?

prejudicial attitudes about mental illness. Many people do not 
lieve that mental illness is an illness. If a person only exerted 
is will, he could overcome his problems. If such an affliction 
loes persist, it is presumed to be because of lack of moral fiber 
Many of those individuals who are enlightened beyond these anti- 
quated attitudes feel that mental illness is the public sector's 
responsibility. But who is the public? You and I. 

How do we think our money would go the farthest? Studies 
ave shown that when mental health problems are addressed 
arly, their severity is greatly reduced. So why haven't the 
surance carriers adjusted their rates accordingly? 

Basically it is because of public demand. Mental health advo- 
ates have not banned together in sufficient numbers to be an 
ffective lobbying force. We need to know our facts, then 

approach our elected officials with our carefully thought out 
rationale for increased benefits for mental health care 

What can one person do? Lots! Join a mental health advocacy 

group. The Maryland Mental Health Association, which provided 
much of the factual data in this article, monitors mental health 
legislation and informs and alerts its members when it is 
appropriate to let their views be known. Other organizations 
equally concerned with mental health issues are The Alliance for 
the Mentally Ill, composed of families and citizens concerned

The advent of autumn and winter need not result in the loss of 
enjoyment of your yard or garden. You merely replace the 
flowers with birds and bird feeding. The increasing popularity of 
bird feeding has resulted in changes in the birds’ habits of feeding 
and migration. Some species are staying longer in the north, 

becoming dependent on the readily available food supply, hence a 
few general statements are in order 

If you plan to feed birds over the winter, do so on a regular 
basis. Do not suddenly, and for an extended period of time, cease 
to provide foods. Place your feeders in a sheltered part of your 
yard, with trees (evergreens if possible) nearby to offer 
protection and a resting place for the birds. Be careful with metal 
containers in cold weather as the unfeathered parts of the birds 
can freeze to the exposed metal. And to attract your first birds, 

try crumbled white bread spread near your feeders. Although it is 
a favorite, it is nutritionally poor, so use it sparingly. 

The feed you use and the feeders which contain it are 
determined by the feeding habits of the birds and the types of 
foods offered 

For the ground feeders, a feeding tray covered and raised off 
the ground is sufficient. For the others a hanging-type feeder or 
pole feeder is used. Select one with holes suitable for the size of 
the feed offered, e.g., small slits for thistle or niger seed. The 
feeding stations themselves should accommodate larger birds 
The shapes are infinite — box, lantern, columnar — but all should 
provide sufficient protection against rain and snow. A_ simple 
suet bag or container is all that is required to hold suet pieces or 
cakes 

Food consists of seeds, grains, bakery products, kitchen 
scraps, nutmeats, suet, and fat mixtures. Wild bird seed mixes 
are convenient, but expensive. You can mix your own and store in 
galvanized steel garbage cans, tightly covered. Whatever feed 
you use, check carefully for spoilage and avoid using mildewed 
food. Some of the most successful foods are sunflower seeds; 
cracked or whole kernel corn (a caution: although popular, it can 
attract undesirable birds and it spoils quickly, particularly if 
cracked); canary seed, and white millet. Peanut butter is a 
particular favorite, but never offer it alone. Mix it with cornmeal, 
seeds or suet, as birds can choke to death on it. 

Do try to provide water. Salt can be obtained from bakery 
products, bacon grease, peanut butter and nuts. Or you can pour a 
saline solution over a stump until crystals form. Be careful — too 
much can kill. Grit can be readily supplied by crushed egg shells 

As for squirrels, you can try ‘‘squirrel-proof"’ feeders, attach 
baffles to existing feeders, move feeders to more open spaces or 
acquire a yapping dog. Good luck!

1 cup sugar 
4s cup oil 
42 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 egg, beaten (or 2 3egg whites or egg substitute

Sprinkle over the apple slices, and bake at 
350°F. for 30 minutes. Meanwhile, sift the flour and 
the baking powder. Using a pastry blender, cut in the 
margarine. Sprinkle in the milk and press the dough 
into a ball. Turn the dough onto a floured board and 
pat to ‘s-inch thickness. When the apples have cooked 
for 30 minutes, remove from the oven, place dough on 
top of apples and cut slits for steam. Raise oven heat 
to 450°F. and bake cobbler 20 minutes more. Boil 
together the ‘4 cup of sugar and the % cup of water. 
Pour this over the cobbler and continue baking 10 
minutes longer. Yield: 9 servings. 
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WHOLE WHEAT APPLESAUCE 
CAKE OR CUPCAKES 

% cup oil 
% cup granulated brown sugar 
1 cup applesauce 
1‘ cups unsifted whole wheat flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 

Oil and flour an 8&inch round or square baking 
pan, or muffin tins. Cream the oil and sugar together 
and mix in the applesauce and baking soda. Add flour 
and cinnamon, blending thoroughly. Pour the batter 
into pan, or make individual cakes in muffin tins. 
Bake at 375°F . for 30 minutes for an 8-inch cake, about 
20 minutes for cupcakes. Yield: 12 cupcakes or 1 
8-inch pan. 


APPLE PIE 

Pie pastry for 9-inch 2-crust pie, unbaked 
4 cups apples, sliced 
1 cup sugar 
% teaspoon cinnamon 
¥% teaspoon vanilla extract 
Grated rind from half a lemon 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon margarine 

Line a 9-inch pan with half the pastry and place in 
refrigerator to chill. In a bowl, mix the sliced apples 
with the sugar, cinnamon, vanilla, lemon rind and 
juice. Put into the unbaked pie shell, cover with the 
remaining crust, and cut steam holes. Bake 10 
minutes at 450°F’., then reduce oven heat to 350°F . and 
bake 30 to 35 minutes more. Sprinkle granulated 
sugar.

1 inch pie shell, unbaked 
% cup flour 
% cup light brown sugar, packed 
4g teaspoon nutmeg

Bill To Improve 
Vedicare Benefits 


Rep. Beverly Byron (D-MD) 
said this week she is co-sponsor- 
ing legislation that will expand 
Medicare benefits to include 
four services that were part of 
the catastrophic health in- 
surance package that was 
passed by Congress in 1988 but 
then repealed a year later 

The services: mammo- 
graphy, home health care 
screening, respite, and hospice 
care will be fully fi- 
nanced by an increase of 80 
cents per month of the part B 
Medicare premium in 1991 
rising to only $1.30 per month 
five years after the program is 
fully implemented 

Byron said that numerous 
congressional hearings and 
studies had confirmed the value 
of the benefits. Preventive 
mammography screening for 
elderly and disabled Medicare 
beneficiaries is estimated to 
save 4,000 lives a year 

Under the provisions of the 
proposed bill, women ages 65 
and older would be eligible for 
biennial mammography 
screening. Disabled bene- 
ficiaries would be eligible for 
baseline screening with subse- 
quent annual screenings for 
high-risk 40 to 49 year-old bene- 
ficiaries and all disabled 
women between 50 and 64 
Women between 34 and 40 will 
be eligible for one screening 

The home health benefit in- 
cluded in the bill will cover 
daily services for up to 38 days 
for Medicare patients who need 
home health services to recover 
from illness, regain strength, or 
improve their functional 
abilities. The bill will also pro- 
vide up to 80 hours of respite to 
caregivers of chronically 
dependent, homebound Medi- 
care beneficiaries, making it 
possible for them to remain in 
their homes and avoid institu- 
tionalization 

‘These benefits were an 
important part of the cata- 
strophic legislation that Con- 
gress repealed last year. I’m 
glad we've found a way to put 
panels them back in the Medicare 
package of services without it 
creating an additional financial 
burden for our elderly,”’ said 
Rep. Byron

IEPs) and four other areas 
The State School Super- 
intendent and other State 
Department of Education 
officials have released the 
report prepared by the U.S 
Department of Education based 
on its May 1990 monitoring visit 
to review the state’s efforts to 
ensure that local school 
ystems comply with federal 
special education laws and 


regulations. The federal agency 
conducts monitoring reviews of 
state special education 
programs once every three or 
four years 

The U.S. Department of 
Education withdrew an earlier 
report based on 1986 monitoring 
visit to Maryland that used a 
process of review later found to 
be inadequate 

An improved process was 
used in the five-day monitoring 
visit last May. State officials 
said the resulting report gives 
valuable direction to the state in 
meeting its monitoring re- 
sponsibilities. 

The 1990 report commends 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion for the organization of its 
special education division and 
the division's close link with 
local school systems and pro- 
vision of technical assistance

Individualized Education 
Program (IEP): The IEP is the 
educational plan drawn up for 
each child identified as handi- 
capped. The federal report said 
some Maryland schools need to 
include more information on the 
IEPs 

Least Restrictive Environ- 
ment (LRE): This is the idea 
that handicapped children, 
depending on their needs, 
educated in the 
regular classroom or a setting 
most nearly like the regular 
classroom. Maryland schools 
sometimes serve handicapped 
students in separate — or 
restrictive — settings without 
providing adequate justifi- 
cation for the placements or 
information on alternative 
placements considered.

The federal reviewthat 
resulted in the commendations 
and recommendations was 
primarily an examination of 
the state's monitoring of local 
school systems to ensure 
compliance with federal special 
education requirements. The 
review team examined records 
and interviewed state and local 
administrators. 

State Superintendent of 
Schools Joseph L. Shilling said 
the state education department 
has accepted the report and will 
continue to work with the U.S 
Department of Education to 
improve services for all of 
Maryland’s handicapped chil- 
dren 

Those programs last year 
served 88,480 handicapped 
students. This number included 
41,924 children with learning 
disabilities, 27,515 with speech 
impairments, 5,918 diagnosed 
as mentally retarded, and 4,540 
emotionally disturbed children, 
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among others. The program 
serves children beginning at 
birth as well as young people up 
to the age of 21 years. 

The cost of the programs last 
year was $455 million. Of this 
amount, local school systems 
paid $281 million, the state paid 
$143 million, and the federal 
government paid $31 million

MSTA To Sue State School Board 


For Lowering Of Teacher Standards 


Unless the State Board of 
Education repeals its Sep- 
tember 26 decision to lower 
entry requirements for new 
teachers, the 36,000-member 
Maryland State Teachers 
Association says it will seek an 
order from the Circuit Court to 
block its execution, according 
to a formal notice delivered to 
the board Monday. 

“This new regulation of the 
state board licenses unqualified 
persons to teach our children. It 
overturns the recommendation 
of its own Professional Stan- 
dards Advisory Board and pro- 
vides a graphic example of why 
the standards board should be 
made autonomous and indepen- 
dent of the politicians,” said 
MSTA President Jane R. Stern. 

MSTA charges the board with 
violation of the open meetings 
law, which requires advance 
notice of actions to be taken 
The regulation adopted by the 
board contradicts the meeting 
notice, she said. 

“We could have alerted 
parents and teachers to appear 
and voice their disapproval of 
this fraud on the public if the 
board had given notice of its 
intent,” the association presi- 
dent declared. 

The following is quoted from 
Stern's letter to the state board: 

“The new ‘resident teacher 
certificate’ is y 
another alternative certificate 
in addition to the six alterna- 
tives already in existence.

To become a teacher under 
the new regulation, a college 
graduate would not have to take 
any university course work in 
pedagogy but merely com- 
plete the equivalent of two 
courses offered by a school dis- 
trict. After one year of teach- 
ing, the person would receive a 
standard credential without 
having to take the university 
course work required of all 
other Maryland teachers 

“It's like licensing college 
graduates to perform surgery 
without taking the course in 
medicine 

“This badly drafted regu- 
lation would also allow any- 
body, even a student, to super- 
vise a new teacher since it sets 
no standards for mentors. 

‘We used to be more honest 
and call such hiring practices 
‘emergency certificates.’ This 
new regulation makes an 
emergency in Baltimore City 
the standard for the state 

“I predict that parents and 
business leaders throughout 
Maryland will resist the hiring 
of teachers with ‘funny certifi- 
cates’ for children in their 
schools 

“States committed to school 
reform seek to raise, not lower, 
standards for teachers of their 
children. We call your attention 
to California where teacher 
are required to 
obtain a bachelor's degree in 
the liberal arts and complete a 
fifth year of university course 
work in pedagogy and practice 
teaching.

Condition of Field Corn 

I have been checking on the condition of corn throughout the 
county and find that more corn than I expected is rapidly 
approaching the harvest stage for high-moisture corn. Likewise, 
a lot of the corn is ready to put in the silo as silage. Check your 
corn for moisture either by a moisture tester or using the 
microwave method. If you want, bring 56 ears, randomly 
selected, to my office and I'll check for you. 

Keep Newly Bought Stocker Calves Alive 

There will be many weaned calves trading hands in October 

and November. Most of these calves will be backgrounded on 
farms to either be sold in the spring or next summer or early fall 
One of the main keys to profit is keeping these newly purchased 
calves alive. If you are purchasing calves, be sure you are ready 
and the following points may be helpful. Move newly purchased 
calves from the stockyard quickly. Don't crowd them on trucks. 
Use covered trucks or trailers where possible in moving them 
back to the farm. Handle these babies gently and quickly. Once at 
the farm, segregate them in fairly small groups. When these 
calves arrive at the farm, fill them with top quality hay. Then, let 
them go to clean fresh water and keep water before them at all 
times. Close surveillance of these newly weaned calves is 
imperative. They need to be looked at early in the morning, at 
mid-day and late in the evening for at least the first three weeks. 
If calves are going to pasture, keep them confined for five to 
seven days before turning them out into small pastures. Own and 
use a thermometer. Digital thermometers today are cheap and 
very efficient in detecting abnormal temperatures. Treat sick 
calves early. Use a definite treatment regime of antibiotics 
Consult with your veterinarian and lay this plan out before you 
start. There are several inoculations that calves should get and 
many successful operators work calves and give all of these 
inoculations off the truck when they first arrive at the farm 
Others declare that they do better by waiting three weeks. In any 
event, they need to get inoculations for 7-way clostridial, IBR, 
P13, BRSV (perhaps BVD), Vitamin A&D and Selenium. In most 
instances, they should be implanted and they definitely should be 
dewormed

Gregg explained that the 
original proposal included an 
offer of financial 
which has already been 
propriated. He indicated that 
Maryland Transportation 
Secretary Richard Trainor 
‘adamently stated"’ that no ad 
ditional funding is available, 
and that if the county would 
choose to use the alternate 
bridge alignment plan, the 
fiscal responsibility would fall 
totally on the Garrett County 
government. 

Gregg further noted that the 
additional amount needed to 
construct the bridge in a 
parallel manner has now been 
estimated to be in the area of $2 
million. (The original estimate 
was $1.6 million.) That, he said, 
amounts to an approximate 40 
cents being added to the ex- 
isting county tax rate in one 
year 

He also stated that the ex- 
isting piers have recently been 
ruled, ‘‘without question,” safe 
and usable for approximately 
100 years 

Commissioner Elwood L 
Groves II added that the piers 
have been evaluated and 
“deemed responsible’’ by two 
engineering firms, one of which 
is the major engineer on the 
project.

DHMH Advises Elderly To Receive 
Pneumococcal, Influenza Vaccines 


The Division of Immunization 
of the Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 

DHMH) is urging older adults 
and people of any age with 
chronic health problems to be 
immunized against pneumo- 
coccal pneumonia and against 
influenza, specifically Type 
A-Taiwan, Type A-Shanghai, 
and Type B-Yamagata in- 
fluenza 

The pneumococcal vaccine 
protects against pneumococcal 
(an infection of the lungs) and 
other serious diseases caused 
by the Streptococcus 
pneumoniae bacterium 

Pneumococcal! pneumonia is 
a common cause of death in the 
elderly and others with chronic 
medica! conditions,"’ said Diane 
Dwyer, M.D., chief of the 
DHMH Center for Clinical Epi- 
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demiology. ‘It’s estimated that 
of the half a million cases that 
occur in U.S. every year, up to 
40,000 people die of this 
disease,"’ she said. 

“Most people only need one 
shot of pneumococcal vaccine,” 
said Dr. Dwyer. “If you had a 
shot within the last five years, 
you probably don’t need 
another one. If it has been six 
years or more since you had a 
pneumococcal vaccine, your 
doctor may recommend that 
you receive a second shot,"’ she 
said 

The pneumococcal vaccine 
can be administered at the 
same time as the influenza vac- 

cine, but different sites on the 
body should be used 

“It is vitally important for the
